The Result of Facts Being Developed 
by the Gibbs Investigating 
Committee. 


His Alleged Orookedness in Connection 
with the Purchase of Armory 
Sites. 


New Tonx, Nov. 30.—|Special.|—Maj.-Gen. 
Alexander Shaler, commanding the First Di- 
vision of the National Guard, and President of 
the Board of Health, was arrested this evening 
at bis residence, No. 171 West Fortieth street, 
by Inspector Byrnes, Sergt. Slevin, and De- 
tective Sergeant Philip Reilly, on a warrant 
issued by Recorder Smyth ou a complaint of 
bribery in connection with the purchase of 
sites for armories. The compiaint was based 
on the evidence given today by Superintendent 
Monmouth B. Wilson of the Fire Insurance 
Patrol, who was an associate of Gen. Shaler 
when the latter was President of the Fire Do- 
partment. The complaint was drawn up in the 
District- Attorney's office, and the warrant was 
issued about 6 o'clock and placed in the bands 
of Inspector Byrnes for execution. 

Gen. Shaler was greatly astonished when the 
Officers informed him of the contents of the 
dopument they bad. After bidding his family 
good-by for the night he accompanied the Ser- 
geants and Inspector Byrnes to police head- 
quarters, where they arrived about 8:30 
o’clock. He declined to see reporters, and said 
that be bad no statement to make at that time. 
Soon after be was brought to the Central office 
Mr. William L. Turner, the chief clerk of the 
Mayor’s office, called and served him with a 
copy of the charges preferred against him by 
Mayor Grace. 

The General remained a prisoner at police 
headquarters durwme the night. No bail was 
offered for his appearance, and had it been 
offered it could not bave been accepted, as the 
Recorder was the oniy magistrate who could 
release him on bail, and he was not at police 
headquarters. At 10 o'clock tomorrow morn- 
ing the General will be arraigned before Re- 
corder Smyth at his chambers on Nassau street 
for examination. 

HE LANGUISHES IN PRISON. 

Strong efforts to get Gen. Shaler out on bail 
were made, but without success. District-At- 
torney Martine said that all matters lu connec- 
tion with bis action in the case were of neces- 
sity secret. Recorder Smyth also refused 
to talk about the matter. Mayor Grace 
said tonight that, so far as he knew, 
Gen. Shaler had not been formally indict- 
ed, though some time ago the Senate 
investigating committee requested tne District 
Attorney to secure an indictment. Since that 
request was made further evidence of great 
consequence had been brought forward by the 
Gibbs Committee until now the District Attor- 
ney, so argued the Mayor, could not longer 
hesitate about taking an aggressive step, and 
the arrest of Gen. Shaler was not unex- 
pected to officers who were - acquainted 
with the nature of the evidence brought out.

A SALT AND WATER INJECTION SAVES A 
LIFE. 

The first successful arterial transfusion in 

Bellevue Hospital 1s reported today, The 

method was the injectuuon of a solution of salt 


and water into an artery against the action of 
the heart, the theory being that the heart is 
stimulated by the arterial tension, and that 
one innocnous fluid is as good as another. 
The patient was a middle-aged woman with a 
stroig constitution who bad been shot by ber 
husband ina fit of jealousy, the ball entering 
the richt side of her face and carrying away a 
part of the upper jaw and badly fracturing the 
bone. After a week of apparent progress ia 
the hospital the nurse discovered late at night 
that Mrs. Connolly was dying. secondary 
hemorrhage baving set in. The body 
was cold and clammy to the touch and the 
dew of dissolution was on the fcrehead. 
Hypodermic injecuons ot whisky were 
given at frequent intervals and warm botties 
aud cloths were applied. The lacerated artery 
in the jaw was found with difficulty, the heart 
beating so low that the bleeding points could 
not be seen. All the ordinary remedies tailed, 
The surgeon injected a solution of salt and 
water, and the heart gradually beat stronger. 
In a few minutes the patieut returned to con- 
sciousness, and though very weak for some 
days bus finally recovered.

DAVID KRBIGH. 

David Kreigh, one of Chicago's oldest busi- 
ness-men, died yesterday morning at the resi- 
dence of his daughter, Mrs. I. C. Coilins, No. 
578 ** een after an iliness of two 
years. He was 67 years old. Mr. K-eigh cam 
to Chitago from Beardstown, III., ebout 1856 
and has been a resident ever since. lu early 
days he was a banker, the firm being Kreigh 
& Taylor. Later he entered the provision busi- 
ness, and was one of Chicago's first packers, 
the firm being Kreigh & Harback. ter it 
was D. Kreiah & Co., and until two years ago 
was Kreigh & Davies. Mr. Kreigh from 1870 
to 1877 was one of the most active members of 
the Board of Trade. Mr. Kreigh lost the bulk 
of his money through - speculation with B. F. 
Allen, who failed in 1877, and after that date 
practically withdrew from business. 


MAJ. JOHN T. STUART: 
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There was a further development yesterday 
in the Beers disappearance case in the shape 
of a very peculiar letter, a copy of whick is 
given below. The history, real and apparent, 
of the letter is as follows: It was received Sat- 
urday, Nov. 28, at & a. m., at Cleveland, O., 
as shown by the stamp on the back 
of the envelope. On the front is the address: 
“Hadith Hall, Lamont street, Cleveland; O.“ 
Both the envelope and sheet are of the station- 
ery used by the Palace Hotel, Santa Fé, N. M., 
there bemg a cut of the hotel and the adver- 
tisement of the firm on each. The postmark is 
undoubtedly genuine, and is complete except 
that the date is wanting. The place, date 
of year, and time of day are ali dis 
tinctly legible. The day of the month does 
not show, the type in the stamp having failed 
to make any impression. The postmark was 
exa by Mr. Beers under a strong giass and 
tue fibre of the paper was perfect, neither acid 
nor a knife baving been used. The letter is not 
dated, and is as follows; 

Edith Hall: I am one of two who killed 
George Beers. He came in our way in doing a 
robbery and had to be removed. By his begging 
he got me to promise to write this to say he died 
an honest and brave man. I cannot sign my name. 

The nandwriting is swall and close and runs 
entirely actoss the page, leaving no margin. 
It was written with a steel pen and is the hand- 
writing of a man accustomed to the use of the 
pen. It is apparentiy a wenyine and not an 
assumed hand, as the letters are consistent 
throughout and thé “Bdith Hall“ on the en- 
velope and sheet aré almost identical. 

M. L. Beers, brother of the missing man, was 
seen last evening by a TRIBUNE reporter. He 
said that he received a telegram from his 
brother-in-law Sunday from Cleveland télling 
of the receipt of this letter. He wired him in 
reply to send him the letter. It was matied,”’ 
he continued. Suggay morning with a special 
delivery stamp me to me this morning. 
I don’t know why the date does not show 
on the postmark. The paper has not been 
tampered with, as I examined it with a micro- 
scope. I think the bandwriting is a genuine 
one; but the letter, of course, is a lie from be- 
ginning to end. It does not resemble in the 
ieast my brothef’s handwriting. Of course, I 
do not think my brother had anything to do 
with sending the letter; butto make more sure 
I telegrapted to Santa Fé, giving a description 
of bim and asking if be had been seen 
there since Nov. 24. I received an answer to 
the contrary tonight, I have sent a photograph 
of him to the police there and they will in- 
vestigate. Edith Hall is my brother's betrothed. 
I am puzzied indeed over the letter; but it 
convinces me that George must still be alive 
somewhere. If he had been murdered 
the last thing we would receive would 
be such a letter as this. If the 
young fellow were dissipated or in any trouble 
I should think he were in hiding and using dis- 
honorable means to conceal his whereabouts; 
but he was straight in every way, and there is 
no earthly reason why he sbould do anything 
of the kind. I shall get a night's sleep for the 
first time in many niguts.“ 

WAS IT BEERS? 

The night of Beers’ disappearance a printer 
on a morning paper and another young man 
in company with two women were seen ih a 
South Side saloon. The men had plenty of 
money, and announced their intention of tak- 
ing the women to St. Louis with them. The 
man who saw them says he is confident from 
the description printed in the papers that one 
of the men was Beers.

THREE PERSONS BADLY BURNED. 

John W. Scott, a commission merchant, his 
wife, and sister-in-law, Miss Bella Morris, were 
seriously burned in their home at No. 309 
South Western avenue early in the evening. 
Miss Morris attempted to fill the  reser- 
voir of an oil-stove that was burning. 
She accidentally spilled some oil on 
the stove, where it ignited and the flames 
refiiching the can, which sue held in her bana, 
exploded it. The burning oil was thrown over 
the upper portion of her body, setting fire to 
her clothing and burning her probably fatally. 
Mr. and Mrs. Scott attempted to quench the 
flames, but befote they succeeded were badly 
burced about the hands. The three were 
taken to the County Hospital. 


ROBBING A MESSENGER OF $400. 

George H. Hesse & Co., manufacturers of 
stoves and ranges, Whose office is at No. 108

Glover Does Most of the Fighting 
and Chandler Disappoints His 
Friends. 


The Meeting Decided a Draw by Referee 
MoOormick— The Preliminary 
Sparring. 


Something over 3,000 people assembled at 
Battery D Armory last evening to witness the 
glove contest between Tom Chandler and Frank 
Glover of Chicago for the heavy-weight cham- 
pionship of Illinois. The event passed off suc- 
cessfully, and so far as the warmth of the con- 
test was concerned, satisfactorily to 
the spectators, bur it was- marred by 
a wrangle over an apparently just claim of 
foul at the outset. Although tiie referee de- 
cided it a draw, there can be no question iu the 
minds of any one who wWituessed the sét-to of 
Glover’s ability to best Chandler under almost 
any reasonable conditions. . 

Glover, after fighting to a draw in three hard 
battles for the State medal, finally won it from 
Chandler in a six-round contest at the Battery 
last spring. The crowd was a well-tehaved and 


well dressed one, many faces well-known in 

business and trade circles being noticeable un- 

der the silk tiles that shaded them. 
PRELIMINARY EVENTS. 

The first events upon the program were 
the contests for the gold medal offered 
by Parson Davies, emblemat.c of the 
amateur lightweight State championship. 
The first set-to was between Saulard 
and Ourtis, the former weighing 109 the 
latter 117% pounds. Curtis had by far the 
best of it, owing to his superior weight, al- 
though his lighter antagonist did the better 
part of the fighting until the close of the sec- 
ond round, when he refused to fight 
longer against such odds in weight. 
The next set-to was between “Fred 
Reif (148 pounds) and Clarence Hovey 
(144 pounds). Again the contestants were un- 
evenly matched, Reif being much taller and of 
longer reach than, bis thick-set, short-armed 
opponent. Although early bested Hovey 
staid to the last, when Lieut. Shea warned 
Referee Lakeman to end it. This Laseman 
did, announcing that Rief and Curtis would 
spar the deciding contest. : 

Paddy Carroll and Tom Chandler of Boston 
then sparred four rounds and greatiy pleased 
the big crowd oy their scientific display. 

Frank Ware and Harry Williams followed in 
athree-round set-to, after which Frank Brown 
and Tom Hinch put their bands together for a 
friendly three rounds. It was give and take, 
hot and hard to the end, at which time honors 
were about even. The next set-to was to bave 
been the déciding One between Reif and 
Curtis, but Curtis refused to spar, and the 
referee awardéd the medal to Reif. 

THE EVENT OF THE EVENING. 

Lakeman then announced the evént of the 
evening, the six-round set-to between Tom 
Chandler and Frank Glover. John McCormick 
of the North Side iad been mutually agreed 
upon as reteree. Giover first made his ap- 
pearance, accompanied by Capt. James Dalton 
and Harry franks as seconds, and Chandler a 
moment later stepped upon thie platform 
followed by Ned Dorney and Tom Chandler 
of Boston. Glover seemed the heavier of the 
two by perhaps ten or twelve pounds, and his 
ruddy skin drawn over muscles that stood out 
in ridges upon his arms, back, and shoulders 
told of bis perfect physical condition. Chandler 
stripped well, but his skin was white and 
looked as though he had had a trifle too much 
training down and not enough building up for 
the work before him. The stage being cleared, 
„ time was called and the men threw thefh- 
selves into pusition with an earnestness of 
purpose that could searcely be mistak- 
en. For thirty seconds they watched 
each other guardediy, their letts well out 
and their rights ready for the dreaded ‘‘ knoék- 
out blow. Suddeniy Glover led, landing his 
left with terrible force upon Chandler's ribs; 
then, before the latier could fully recover, 
Glover's left forearm caught him a sweeping 
thud across tune back of the neck 
that lefi a biood-.ed welt upon the 
white skin, Chandler only getting ‘back 
weakiy upon his aggressor’s shoulder. Another 
ted seconds of cautious sparring, and then 
another rush by Glover, Chandler, being 
forced into a corner, was seen to suddenly reel 
and fall under a straight, clean biow from 
Glover's left. He staggered to his feet and 
stumbled off toward the opposit corner, when 
Glover went at him again. kt. 
right, and Chandler was on the or, 
from which he ardse uusteadily and tried to re- 
treat, but to no purpose, for Glover's lett 
caught him over the right eye and down he 
went again, striking the floor five feet from 
where he stood when struck. Glover prompt- 
ly turned and walked into his corner, which 
gave Chandler time to get upon his feet. He 
kept them but an instant, however, for Glover 
proved remorseless, and sent in his right this 
time with a force that knocked Chandler 
down and partly through the ropes. In aris- 
ing he slipped and grasped the ropes for 
support, when Glover struck him lightly 
upon the neck, Chandler's seconds imme- 
diately claimed foul, and the referee 
seemed unable to decide. Principals, seconds, 
timekeeper, referee, and master of ceremonies 
were all upon the stage at the same time ex- 
citedly arguing the question, when suddenly 
Ned Dorney, Chandler's seoond, struck Capt. 


Dalton, Glover's second, in the face, but the 


two were quickly separated. Dorney was 
promptly seized and dropped over the ropes by 
Lieut. Shea, who bad jumped upon the stage. 
Under Chandier’s protest the contest was re- 
sumed and five more rounds contested. Gloyer 
did all the leading and all the fighting, while 
Chandier seemed anxious only to get through 
each round with as little work as possible. 


Onde oniy did be get in a clean right-hand blow 


upon Glover’s neck, and its effect upon the big 
fellow was evident in his changed methods 
during the remainder of the round. 

Chandler, who in exhibition sparring bas 
shown himseif to be one of the cleverest men 
of his calling, was last night. clearly at sea, 
and opening after opening which presented 
itself he failed to make any attempt to im- 
prove. Had Glover not been so weak 
from his hard work in the first 
round one of tne succeeding rounds must 
surely have settied the contest beyond dispute; 
as it was, his blows, while much stronger than 
Chandier’s, were not hard enough to be 
effective, and the last round was finished with 
both men gasping for breath, but still on their 
feet. The referee then decided the meeting a 
draw, and the Glover elementin the crowd 
bissed while the Chandler men cheered.

i WASHINGTON, D. G.. Nov. 30.—[Special.]— 
"The report of the Postmaster-General, in the 
chapter on foreign mail, will claim that the 
foreigr-mail service bas been improved as a 
eonsequence of the action of the Pa- 
eine Mail ana the other American steam- 
ship companies rather than the reverse. 

The question arises, In what attitude have these 

p companies placed themselves toward 
Mexico by refusing to receive the mails at San 
Francisco and New York? Having entered into 
binding contracts with Mexico to carry the mails 
both ways, had they, in fact, any right not merely 
te refuse to receive, but after receiving even to 
charge this department for carrying its matis? If 
these steumers be, as claimed by the Mexican Gov- 
ment, merely traveling post-offices of that coun- 
try, controlled by its officers and maintained by its 
money, do they not become by the terms of the 
Postal Union Convention [Art. 3] what is known as 
“es third service.“ for the use of which other 
countries buve to account, not to the steamship 
companies, but to Mexico? 

The Post-Office Department has been conspic- 
wously silent under the torreat of disparage 
ment and detraction rained upon it since 
last summer by the organs of the steamsbip 
companies, but present indications all point to 
a conclustve and crushing rejoinder through 
the medium of its formal report to the Presi- 


dent. 
REVISING THE RULES. 
Congressman Cannon of Illinois arrived this 
evening. He favors rules absolutely probibit- 
ing new legislauon in approrriation bilis, and 
providing that the House can at any time bring 
any measure before it by a majority vote. 


REPORTS OF LAND-GRANT LINES. 
Commissioner of Railroads Johnston has pro- 
mu!gated the rules to hereafter govern the re- 
ports of railroad companies north, south, and 
west of the Missouri River to which 
the United States has granted any 
joan or subsidy lands. They provide for 
an annual report to be made on or 
before Feb. 1, which must include business to 
Dec. $1; a semi-annua! report embracing the 
whole and net earnings of the road and each of 
its branches, and an itemized list of the ex- 
penses, accounting for the difference between 
oss and net earnings; a report between the 
st and 15th of each month snowing the gross 
and net earnings ot the road during the preced- 
ing month; where a portion of the road only is 
subsidized, separato reports for each portion 
must be returned in accordance witb the above 
provisions; the Government must be notified 
ten duys be ore a meeting of stockholders and 
a specific program of business to be submitted 
for action turnished; a similar ten days’ no- 
tice before the directors’ meeting; a three 
days’ notice of business to be considered at 
each meeting of committees from the Board of 
Directors: minutes of the proceedings of stock- 
bolders to be furnished within ten days after 
adjournment and to include names of 
those present with a designation as 
to bow eacd voted on the questions a:isimg; a 
quarterly report of traffic and passenger 
charges to be furnished witbin fifteen days 
after the clase of the quarter; a full report of 
special rates, rebates, and drawbacks, and to 
whom allowed, to accompany the quarterly; 
and duplicates of all contracts made witb other 
roads to be filed with the Government witbin 
ten days after they are made. 
STATEMENT OF THE PACIFIC ROADS. 
The annual report of the Commissioner of 
Railroads sbows that the sinking funds of the 
Union and Central Pacific Railroad Companies 
held by the Treasurer of the United States un- 
der the act of May 7, 1878, amounted to $8,569,- 
807. June 30, 1885, the Union Pacific bad to its 
credit $5.522,348 and the Central Pac fic 83, 088. 
463. The premiums paid on account of invest- 
ments for the Union Pacific amounted to $850,- 
791. while tus interest on ite sinking-funa in- 
vestments amounted to $210,558. In the seven 
years sinc 1878 oniy the sum of $8,560,807 has 
been paid into the sinking fund, wu ch bas pro- 
@uced u interest but $437,524. This proves, in the 
iCommissioner’s opinion, that the law of 1878 
jcannot accomplish the objected intended—that 
of turnishing a sum sufficient to pay debts due 
from the Pacific Rail road Companies to the 
United States. It is therefore suggested that 
it micht be alike advantageous to the Govern-

SETTING ASIDE A VALUABLE GRANT. 

Commissioner Sparks of the Land-Office has 
recommended to Secretary Lamar that he :e- 
quest the Department of Justice to bring suit 
to eet aside the patent for the grant known as 
the Corta Madera del Presidio. in Ca‘ifornia. 
The patent was issued last year, and, although 
the grant is comparatively limited in extent 
(included some 3,000 or 4,000 acres), it is said 
to be of great value, owing to its proximity to 
San Francisco. The patentees have got more 
land than the grant called tor. 


AS TO TIMBER DEPREDATIONS. 

Serious misrepresentations of the scope of 
the recent order respecting timber depredations 
have obtained currency. Gen. Sparks today 
said he had transmitted to the Secretary over 
thirty cases of timber trespasses against the 
Montana Improvement Company, and recom- 
mended suits for recovery from said company, 
jointly with the Northern Pacific Railroad 
Company, of $750,000 in damages to the United 
States. This improvement company has a 
stock capital of $2,000,000, of which the North- 
ern Pacific Railroad is said to own a majority, 
and is reported to the General Land Office 
as one of the most extensive and danger- 
ous depredators on public timber in 
the Northwest. He denies specifically that he 
bas taken any official action relat.ve to the 
cutting of timber from mineral lands, for 
agricultural, mining, or other domestic pur- 
poses.” This Administration,” he says, 
“means the reform of abuses and a return to 
honest, just methods of Government. No man 
is more devotediy enlisted in thie movement 
thun the Secretary of the Interior, and I am 
quite sure he bas full confidence that his Com- 
missioner of the General Land-Office will do all 
in his power to this end.“ 


INCREASE OF THE PUBLIC DEBT. 

It is said at the Treasury Department that 
there bas been an increase instead of the usual 
decrease in the public debt during the munth 
of November. The geceipts have been light 
and the disbursements unusually heavy. The 
payments on accuuntof pensions alone amount 
to about $11,000,000. The debt statement will 
not be issued until Wednesday. 


A SUIT TO RECOVER $441,200. 

A suit was entered today by the Distriet-At- 
torney for the United States against John Led- 
yard Hodge to recover $441,200, with interest 
from May 21, 1875. The action is based on an 
account stated with Mr. Hodgeas a former 
Paymaster of the United States army.

A STARTLING OFFER, 


PRESIDENT CLEVELAND TO PROPOSE THE 
PURCHASE OF THE SANDWICH ISLANDS— 
FOURTEEN MILLIONS WILL BUY KALA- 
KAUA’S REALM. 

WASAINGTON, D. C., Nov. 27.—[Detroit Trib- 
une. — U pon the reassembimg of the Senate 
President Cleveland will have an important sur- 
prise to lay before it to be acted upon in secret 
session. It is nothing less than the offer of 
Kalakaua to sell his Kingdom of Hawaii to the 
United States. 

It is known that the Sandwich Islands have 
been in the market for a number of years, and 
when King Kalakaua visited Japan in 1881 he 
made an informal offer of his dominion, but the 
Mikado would not then consider it. Since 
then, however, Japan has sent over 2,000 colo- 
nists ta Hawaii to work upon the sugar planta- 
tions for the purpose of determining if those 
islands were a suitable place of residence for a 


portion of its people. 

This offer of saie is not mere rumor, for the 
German official gazette contained an item a 
few weeks ago hinting at the same scheme. 
And only last week his Excellency J. M. Ka- 
pena, the Finance Minister of King Kalakaua, 
was in Washington and bad several long inter- 
views with President Cleveland and the Secre- 
tary of State. Gov. Kapena, as he is called, 
was seen by your correspondent and inter- 
rogated concerning the proposed sale of 
Hawali and was dumfounded that the scheme 


had leaked out to a newspaper man. He was 
very reticent and politely declined to confirm 
the rumor, but from the significant hints which 
be dropped it was plainly seen that his mission 
bere was of the highest importance as affect- 
ing the future of the Sandwich Islands. He is 
now en route home via San Fraun isco. 

It is understood that the money in case of a 
trade being consummated would be distributed 
as follows: Half a million dollars to each ot the 
thirteen members of the Hawaiian House of 
Nobies and one miilion to each of the roral 
family—viz.: King Kalakaua, the Queen, the 
Princess Liilinokalani, Princess Lilkelike, and 
the Dowager Queen Emma. In addition to the 
money King Kulakaua demands a plantation of 
8,000 acres of land. as nearly in a compact body 
as possible. in the southern portion of Califor- 
nia, ana to be free from taxation forever for 
his himself and descendants. He would then 
desire to become a citizen of the United States. 

The painful fact bas been patent for several 
years that King Kalakaua is not a popular sov- 
ereign at home, and of course bis people are 
entirely ignorant of any proposition tor selling 
them out. Perhaps the King could not deliver 
the goods, but it is well known that the 60,000, 
ail told, in his dominion would giadly hail an- 
ne ration to the United States. Bonfires would 
be lighted on every hill to ce.ebrata the glort- 
ous event.

The recount of votes in the Mayoralty con- 
test progressed up to the Tenth Precinct of the 
Fourth Ward, inclusive, yesterday. 
precincts the official figures as canvassed by 
the City Council agreed with those on the re- 
count. In the other precincts the figures va- 
ried slightly. In the Sixth of the Fourth Smith 
gained five votes, but be lost three and two in 
the Seventh and Ninth. Tho result of yester- 
day’s count was a stand-off, Smith gaining and 
losing six votes and Harrison gaining and los- 
ing four. The discovery of seven town votes 
in one of the envelopes bids fair to revive the 
constable contest recently settled in the Coun- 
ty Court. 

A few minutes after 10 o'clock in the morn- 
ing Mr. Story called up the Mayoralty contest 
in the County Court, having ser@ed gotice on 
Mr. Green late Saturday night that be would 
apply for a moaification of the order author 
izing the recount. He first asked for 
a postponement of tbe count. He said 


that all the Federal and State courts 
would adjourn over Tuesday to give those who 
so desired an opportunity to attend the juneral 
of the late Vice-President. He had asked Com- 
wissioner Windes to adjourn the count of the 
bailots to Wednesday. but the Commissioner 
had thought that under the order of the court 
he had no autbority to do 60. The court asked 
Mr. Green if he bad any objection, and Mr. 
Green said be most certainly had. He aid not 
sve any necessity for any more delay in the 
matter. It had been understood last week that 
there was to be no more delay. The court said 
be did not want to make a rule in the matter, 
but he desired counsel to go on witb the count 
for the day and then adjourn over Tuesday. 


WANTED MORE DELAY. 

Mr. Story then asked for a medification of 
the order authorizing the recount. He said all 
the baliots should not be counted, but only 
those in precinots where testimony bad been 
taken to show that a mistake or fraud had been 
committed. The returns of the judges of elec- 
tion were an official ministerial act, performed 
under oath, which could not be lightly set aside. 
Evidence must be advanced to show fraud 
or error in each precinct, and only in 
such precincts where this had been done 
a recount could beordered. He cited a de- 
cision to the effect that a ballot- box should pot 
be examined unless some specific error or 
fraud had been po nted out in that particular 
box. The presumptionsin favor of the regu- 
larity and truth of the certificate of the eiec- 
tion officers could not be disturbed by mere al- 
lewations. It required evidence to sustain 
them. In all the casesin this State where a 
recount bad been authorized it haa been by 
consent. In contesting the action of a minis- 
terial officer the first question to be determined 
was bow the officer had acted, and that would 
be the proper course inthis matter. There 
was no proceeding, either in elections or other- 
wise, where, On a mere allegauon in an ex 
parte pleading, a party wus allowed to go be- 
hind the returns of a ministerial officer. The 
talsity must be averred and proved before they 
could go on and ignore the returns of the of- 
ficera. 

Mr. Green made no reply to Mr. Story's argu- 
ment, and Judge Prendergast said he was not 
very anxious to retrace steps be bad taken in 
the case unless he was fully satisfied that there 
bad been error. “The argument on the de- 
murrer brought up this point that you now 
raise in one way,” he said, and the court 
then held that on an allegation of mistake in 
the count by the election judges the parties 
were entitled to bavo evidence taken as to 
whether there was a correct count or not, and 
held the petition and statement of contest goud 
in that respect, although it was never contend- 
ed that the mistake would have to be pointed 
oui. An application was made to bave the tes- 
timony of the City Clerk taken, and I was un- 
der the impression that it was being taken un- 
der former rulings. I see that your argument 
has a great deal of force. Mr. Green has not 
refuted your position 

**Well, I did not think it necessary to make 
any reply.“ said Mr. Green, smiling. ‘* The 
gentleman seems to forget the allegations in 
his owu answer to our bili, where it is spe- 
cifically alleged that there was a mistake in 
every precinct.” 

Just the contrary! We deny there was 
any mistake. Tne gentleman appears to bave 
forgotten our answer,“ said Mr. Story. 

**I] shail not make any changes at present,” 
the court decided. “If 1 think we are in 
error I shall act accordingly, but I am not sat- 
isfied that we are at present. Your argument 
has had a great deal of force and will cause 
the court to ponder upon what bas been done 
before. The testimony will go on as it has 
been without turther change until I dnnounce 
a chauge. I may not announce any. If I 
come to the conclusion that we are iu error 1 
shall notify you within a few days.“ 


GOING ON WITH THE COUNT. 

In the meantime the count had been pro- 
gressing in Mr. Windes’ office, all the tellers 
being present, Fred Foroh appearmg for the 
contestants and W. W. De Armond, a lawyer in 
Mr. Story’s office, for the respondent. The 
Fifth and last precinct of the Third Ward was 
counted and no irregularit es detected. In the 
First Precinct of the Fouth Ward there were 
twenty-two votes found wrapped in a piece of 
paper bearing an inscription to the effect that 
they were found in the town box, but were 
duly cast for the city officers the day of elec- 
tion. Of these votes tweive were for Smith and 
ten for Harrison. Mr. Story entered, as 
the Second Precinct of the Fourth Ward was 
about to be opened. He objected to the open- 
ing of the package on the ground that there 
had been no evidence introduced entitling the 
contestant to examine the ballots. His ob- 
jection was noted in the record, and the count 
proceeded. The same obiecuon was noted in re- 
gard to all the packages opened subsequently. 
An objection was entered by Mr. De Armond 
to the deu:sion of the Commissioner declaring 
the envelope of the Third Precinct of the 
Fourth Ward in proper condition to be opened. 
The envelope appeared to have been opened 
once and resealed witb one wax seal. 

In the envelope containing the ballots of the 
Third Precipct of the Fourth Ward sevon tick- 
ets for South Town officers were discovered. 
They were all straight party tickets—five Dem- 
ocratic and two Republican. They gaye rise 
to many speculations as to a revival of the 
constable contest. A ballot found in the 
Fifth Precinct of the Fourth Ward bad a Smith 
puster over the designof the head of the 
ticket. Harrison's name was not erased. As 
the two Democratic tellers insisted on tallying 
this ballot for Harrison. it was so noted. A 
memorandum wastaken of the condition of 
the bal.ot, and an attempt will be made by the 
respondent’s counsel to have it counted for 
Smith when the court revises the count. In 
the Seventh Precinct of the Fourth Ward a 
Republican ticket was found on which a name 
was written in ink tbrough the name of Sidney 
Smith. 

„What is the name written on the ballot?” 
asked Mr. Green. 

“If it was a prescription,”’ answered Mr.

The name was written Extr(or Crtr) Masere 
(or Herese). The ballot was called blank.

A TALK WITH HIM JUST BEFORE HIS DEATH 
ABOUT PUBLIC QUESTIONS AND PUBLIC 
MEN—THE LAST CAMPAiGN—OPPOSED TO 
THE CIVIL-SERVICE LAW. 


with the Vice-President and his wife, when he 
freely conversed about the distinguished men 
of both parties. He spoke of his great rival in 
terms of warm admiration for his talent, his 
force of character, bis powers of organization, 
andthe hold be bad upon his party, and ro- 
marked that he neoded but one thing to have 
mae bim the greatest party leader and the 
most popular man the country has ever pro- 
duced in civil life. Tuat one thing lacking was 
alittle suaviter, in modo. He fought and won 
his bat tles by sheer iores of intellect and power 
of organization. He lacked the element 
of conciliation. He never had any com- 
promises to offer. He would not make 
any effort oven to conciilate bis own party 
friends when they became alienated from bim. 
but he dominated bus party by bis overshadow- 
ing talents. This was tue estimate placed on 
Indiana's great War Governor by the Vice- 
President only a few days before his death. 
He referred to what is known as Morton’s Ma- 
sonic Hall speech, and said it was the greatest 
and inost terrible political speech ever mado 
by any man. He spoke of its effect upon both 
parties. At the opening tre campaign the 
drift had been in favor of the Democratic par- 
ty. Jobnson bad just split with Congress, and 
it looked as if be would carry enough with him 
m this State to give success to the Democrats. 


Morton bad just returned from Europe, and 
opened the campaign with this speech. Mr. 
Hendricks said it had a blighting, withering et- 
fect upon the Democratic prospects that at 
once destroyed aii hopes of success, while it 
aroused the Kepublicans to a pitch of enthu- 
siasm that amountedioafrenzy. It had alike 
effect in every other Nortbern State. 

I noticed as be came down the stairs this 
evening to greet me that be appeared very 
feebie, and mentioned the fact, when he said 
that it was owing to fatigue, he having labored 
bard in bis office all day. He was very cheer- 
ful, and declared himself as bappy as a man 
could be. He spoke of the coming session of 
Congress and what was likely to come before 
that body, and promised an interview on these 
subjects. The interview was to have taken 
place the very evening of bis death. He spoke 
of the Civil-Service law and the policy of Presi- 
dent Cleveland. He did not look upon the law 
with any degree of favor. He believed that 
tne ballot-box was the supreme arbiter as to 
who should hold the oflices. He did not be- 
lieve, as bad been reported, in a wholesale re- 
moval of all those in the employ of the Gov- 
ernment, but be did believe the people bad de- 
cided that the offices should be fliled with Dem- 
ocrate as soon as it could be done with- 
out manifest injury to the public service. 
He spoke in strong terms of the “offensive 
partisan dodge, and characterized it as a 
** contemptible makesh ft,” and certain to breed 
trouble for the party that bad resorted to it. 
As to confirmations, be said that under any 
law the President would have to be given a 
great degree of control over bis appointments, 
and that the Senate never bad refused confir- 
mation solely upon polatical grounds and he did 
not believe it would do 60 under Mr.-Cieveland, 
but some of the Senators would take advantage 
of the offensive partisan” charge to defeat 
the confirmation of some who had been given 
places made vacant upon that plea. He said, too, 
that iu such caces the Democrots would have 
no right to complain. He said that if the Ad- 
ministration had pursued a straightforward 
course, making removals and appointments 
witbout resorting 10 any dodge, the Senate 
would have confirmed them without a word, 
except in cases where the appointees were mau- 
ifestiy unworthy. 

He spoke treely and with great good humor 
of the last campaign. He said that he bad not 
desired to be a candidate, and when the nomi- 
nation was first made be determined to decline 
it, but was prevailed upon not to do so. He 
referred to what he called the blunders of the 
Republicans in the campaign. He said the first 
great blunder in this State was in the opening 
speech of Maj. Caikins, at Richmond, wherein 
he dweit at such length upon what he termed 
the enormous surplus the Republicans had 
piled up in the Treasury, amounting, as he 
said, to more than $400,000,000. This gave the 
Democrats a chance belore the people, who 
wee feeling the depression in business caused 
by the stringency in the money market, to 
bring out the necessity for |.fting the burden 
of taxation. He characterized the Richmoud 
speech as furnishing all the ammunition the 
Democrats needed for the campaign. He 
thought Mr. Biaine made a great biunder when 
he ordered the suit to be brought against the 
Sentinel tor libel. 

He thought Mr. Blaine's Western trip a 
grave mistake. While it may have done bis 
party some good in Ohio it certainly barmed 
him in Indiana, for it nerved up the Democrats, 
It showed that the Republicans in this State 
were badly scared and bad called upon Blaine 
as a forlorn bope. Belore that time the Re- 
publicans. bad been confident, and the Demo- 
crats had thougnt they might bave some rea- 
sop for their confidence, and were consequent- 
ly discouraged. When the visitof Mr. Blaine 
was arranged for it satisfied the Democrats 
that the boasts of the Republicans had no 
foundatior, but they were really disheartened. 
This gave the Democrats courage, and they 
went to work in earnest, feeling assured they 
could carry the State. From that time the 
prestige was with them. 

He thought, bowever, the greatest blunder 
of the campaign on the part of the Republic- 
ans was the visit to New York and the million- 
aire supper. He was surprised that a man 
so politically wise as Mr. Blaine could have 
ever been led into such a blunder. He had 
thougbt the Republican candidate one of the 
shrewdest politica) movers in the country, and 
could not conceive what could bave led him to 
make so grave a mistake. The same visit, he 
said, had given a chance to Burchard to get off 
his famous alliteration, which was another club 
in the hands of the Democrats. He thought, 
though, the supper did more to turn the tide 
in New York than anything else. 

He spoke of the mugwumps with iil-concealed 
contempt. He said the shifting from party to 
party might do in England, where it was done 
because of some oversbadowing principie of 
foreign or domestic policy, but in this country 
the only thing controlling the sbiiting was a 
mere sentimentality—a sort of grasping after 
a shadow. 

In speaking about the distribution of patron- 
age, he said that when Mr. Colfax was elected 
Vice-President be declined to take any part in 
the distribution of the patronage in the State, 
and had declined even to sign recommenda- 
tione for his friends, and by this means had 
offended and alienated some of his stanchest 
friends. He did not think it right for the Vice- 
President to disclaim all interest in the patron- 
age of the State, and while some of it should 
be left to the Congressmen of the districts 
other appointments should be controlled by 
the party delegation of the State. He referred 
to the action of Vice-Presideut Arthur, who, 
with the two Republican Senators of New 
York, sought to control certain appointments. 
He considered the interest dispiayed by Mr. 
Arthur as perfectly justified. He referred to 
the critic sms that bad been indulged in of bis 
seeking appointments for his friends. He 
cared nothing for them. He never expected to 
lose bis interest in his friends, and whenever 
hecould help one of them to an office he ex- 
pected to do so. In regard to civil service he 
believed that fitness for the place ought to be 
the first requirement, and when a public man 
indorsed any one fora position his honor was 


forthe place. After the fitness was determined 
he believed party services should be considered 
and have due weight. If the priueiples of the 
party were right and the best for the country, 
those who propagated and defended them 
ought, as a matter of right, to be given the 
offices. To buiid up an officeholding class was 
antagonistic to the genius of republican gov- 
“ernment, and would result in the stay of prog- 
ress. He looked upon the theories advanced 
by the advocates of the present idea of civil- 
service reform as Vague, impractical, and vis- 
onary.

The County Board Leaves the Ab- 
stracts for the New Com- 
missioners.

The County Board yesterday approved the 
bond of County-Treasurer Seipp in the sum or 
$2,000,000, the time having arrived when the 
books are to be turned over to the various 
Town Collectors and the collection of taxes be- 
gins. A request from the grand jury for car- 
riages to visit the bridewell today was granted, 
Commissioners Wren, MacDonald,. Klehm, and 
Niesen voting in the negative. The per diem 
for the County Commissioners was audited and 
allowed as follows: Hannigan, $473; Klebm, 
$576; Leach, $474; Leyden, $475; Lynn, $507; 
MacDonald, $472; Patrick McUarthy, $475; J. 
J. McCarthy, $507; McC.augbrey, $630; Niesen, 
$477; Senne, $445; Vau Pelt, $490; Wasserman, 
$478; Wren, $472; Ochs, $492. Total, $7,549. 
The Joint Committee on Public Service and 
Printing recommended that the matter of con- 
tracting for the completion of the work on the 
tract indices in the abstract department be re- 
ferred to the new board, which will organize 
next Monday. Commissioner Senne submitted 
a minority report, for the reason that the pres- 
ent board understood the matter and could 
easily dispose of it at once ana save much 
valuable time. Both reports were finally re- 
ferred to the new board. The board then d- 
journed until next Saturday at 2 p. m., when 
the business of the County Board of 1884-85 
will be tinished up. 


UNLUCKY VAN PELT—A NIMBLE CREDITOR. 

Tne County Board yesterday fixed the per 
diem foreach member. Among others, they 
awarded Commissioner Van Pelt $490, but he 
did not coliect it, fora nimble creditor—Sam- 
uel R. Haven—filed a bill representing that he 
had recovered a judgment for $153 against Van 
Peit before Justice Meech which he had not 
been able to collect, and asking for an injuno- 
tion to prevent the County Treasurer from 
paying over the Commissioner's per diem to 
him. A temporary injunction was issued by 
Judge Gardner, and Van Pelt will have to pay 
up or go witbout bis money. Speaking of Van 
Polt, be is said to be the originator of a scheme 
by which six Democratic Commissioners are to 
refuse absoluteiy to vote with the Republicans, 
and thus cut off all appropriations, since an 
affirmative vote of ten is necessary to pass 
anything above $500. The scheme would be 
more plausible if the regular annual appropr!- 
auons had not already been made and it a 
number of Democratic employ és would not be 
the chief sufferers by cuttimg off the supplies. 


CLERK CLINGEN’S ACCOUNTS, 

Clerk Clingen of the Armory Police Court 
calied at the office of City-Attorney Wash- 
burne yesterday morning, but was abie to ex- 
plain only one of the thirty or forty cases 
shown him the other day where the records 
proved that he was ‘“‘sbort.” In this case a 
man had been fined $10, and the deposit re- 
ceipt bcok showed that the money had been 
paid, Clingen showed tbat the execution had 
been suspended by order of City-Attorney 
Grinnell and the money refunded, e did not 
try to account for the scratchings, alterations, 
substitutions, etc. Clingen, by permission of 
Controller Gurney, took his acconnts for 1885 
in order to examine them and see in what 
shape they were. The City Attorney has not 
yet made any investiganon of these, and it is 
not known whether the usual erasures and 
substitutions appear in them or not. It has 
excited remark that since the investigation be- 
gau the revenues from the police courts all 
over the city have very greatiy increased. 
There is no special reason why this should be 
so at the present season of the year unless 
that the men baving the matter in charge 
don’t want to be investigated for looseness in 
their accounts. 


MISCELLANEOUS NOTES. 

The Commissioner of Public Works and the 
Commissioner of Heaith, who were instructed 
to investigate the garbage question, wiil 
recommend that the streets and alleys be 
cleaned under one contract, and a sufficient 
sum be appropriated for the purpose. If the 
Council concurs the present fraud of a scaven- 
ger serv.ce will be done away with, butas the 
owners and drivers of the wagons are friends 
and benchmen of most of the Aldermen there 
will be a contest over the proposition to drop 
them. 

Many complaints have been made recently 
to the Mayor about overcharges by drivers of 
gurneysand hansoms. Yesterday the Chief 
vf Police was instructed to rigidly enforce the 
ordinance, and report all drivers who have not 
the required rate cards in their vebicies in 
order that their licenses might be revoked. 

Hereafter no money for permits 1s to be paid 
to the clerks in the Building Department, the 
Controller issuing an order yesterday that the 
department should make out the papers and 
the City Collector receive the money. Thereis 
no suspic.on that any one has deen kuock- 
ing down.“ but there were opportunities for 
it, and Superintendent Kirkiand recommended 
some time ago that the temptation be removed.

vigor. 


MILLING IN THE WHEAT-PIT. 

The millers of Minneapolis, or at least such 
of them as have turned to speculation in 
wheat, appear to have found a royal road to 
riches. ‘They find it more profitable to grind 
their grain in the wheat-pit at Chicago than 
in the mills at home. It is neither water nor 
steam power that is employed as a motor, 
bnt wind,“ as it is euphoniously called by 
the noble army of scalpers in our midst. 
The Minneapolis men thought they knew 
how to make money by driving out of the 
milling business those who were unfortu- 
nately attempting to grind a bare subsistence 
away from the region around the Falls of St. 
Anthony. But they struck asnag. The at- 
tempt to buy up all the wheat ot the North- 
west and to supply most of the flour that ‘'s 
wanted for consumption by a large part of 
the civilized world brought the disagreeable 
consequence of higher prices than they could 
afford to pay for the grain and sell the prod- 
uct at a profit. They therefore changed the 
program; or, rather, transferred the scene of 
operations from Minneapolis to Chicago. 
They succeeded better than does everybody 
who regards this city as the El Dorado of his 
fortune. If report tells truly, they have 
ground out some eight million bushels of 
wheat here within the last fortnight, and 
have netted a profit of not far from six hun- 
dred thousand dollars by the operation, while 
avoiding all the disadvantages of competition 
with others by means of cut rates or deduc- 
tions for poor material supplied to the con- 
sumer. 


The plan of operations appears to have 
been à very simple one. It was to sell as 
much wheat for May delivery on the Chicago 
market as they had in store at home and con- 
trolled outside; theu to cause a break in the 
market by closing down for lack of orders for 
fiour, and sending some of the wheat to seek 
storage here and in Duluth. The break ac- 
complished, the wheat was to be bought back 
as quietly as possible, and, if opportunity 
were furnished, to be sold again on the reac- 
tion. We do not know that this was the pro- 
gram, but, if it were not so deliberately 
planned, then fortune has been singularly 
favorable in causing a hap-hazard undertak- 
ing to eventuate as theirs has. It could not 
have succeeded better if planned by the ablest 
genius of the century. 

It is only fair to presume that we shall 
soon hear the milis at Minneapolis have 
started up again. There has been time for 
‘“*repairs,” and also an opportunity to work 
off a little of the surplus stock of flour which 
was piled up before the millers learned how 
to get more money out of the wheat by spec- 
ulating with it than by grinding it. Of 
course there is a bare possibility that they 
have been so much spoiled by success in the 
new feld of effort as to imagine that the late 


procedure can be repeated ad infinitum with 


as much profit as at first. In that case it 
might be necessary to change our views of 
the situation and arrange for the procuring 
of the needed flour supplies elsewhere tor 
awhile till the schemers lost by a second turn 
of the wheel what they made by the first; 
but the chances are they will be wise enough 
to see that the program cannot be repeated at 
pleasure, and that they will now settle down 


more quietly to their legitimate occupation 


of flour-making and be content with its pro- 
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idle to say that these men have not just as 
good a right as any one else has to speculate 
in wheat, but it may not be amiss to remind 
them that success outside the line of a man’s 
proper business is the exception and not the 
rule. Perhaps they will be able to take this 
suggestion kindly now that they have won in 
their venture, as it is believed to be true of a 
very bad personage, indeed, that even he is 
pleasant when he is pleased. 


THEEBAW’S DOWNFALL. 

Short wars afé growitig fashionable. The 
trouble between the Servians and Bulgarians 
lasted about a fortnight, and now the English 
have invaded Burmah, captured bloody 
King Theebaw, and occupied his Capital, 
all within three weeks. They declared war 
the 10th ult., and the 28th Theebaw wilted. 
It all wars could be finished up with equal 
dispatch civilization would be the gainer. ~ 

In the case of the Burmese war very little 
interest attaches to the war itself. It was a 
foregone coneluslon that the English would 
go straight up the Irrawaddy to Mandalay 
without any serious resistance. A single 
war- vessel, about as dangerous as a mud-scow, 
two forts not stronger than cardboards in the 
face of English guns, and an army of sheep, 
commanded by a drunken brute, were all the 
obstacles that stood in their way, and they 
made short work of them. Theebaw was as 
bold as a lion so long as the English were out 
of sight, but as soon as they approached his 
Capital he sent a messenger begging an 
armistice and offering to settle the difficulty 
between himself and the English company 


dergast, however, prepared to move upon 
the works” and settle disputes afterwards, 
whereupon Theebaw surrendered the whole 
outfit, including himself, the most worthless 
item in the list of assets. 

The English Government is now in posses- 
sion of the property. Itisin a position to 
take it if it wants it or to exact a swinging 
indemnity which will be equivalent to appro- 
priation. In either event Burmah hencefor- 
ward will be English to all intents and pur- 
poses, and will be made use of in the inter- 
ests of the extension of British commerce. 
England will retain control vf the River Irra- 
waddy, which forms a huge waterway from 
Rangoon right through the centre of Burmah 
to Mandalay, the Capital. In 1826 she took 
possession of two of .its provinces. In 1852 
she annexéd.two more and the whole of the 
seacoast, and now she will probably complete 
the work by absorbing the remainder. En- 
glish Burmah at present has an area of 90,000 
square miles and a population of 2,500,000. 
The area which she has now conquered in- 
cludes 190,000 square miles and has 4,000,000 
population. It had already been surveyed by 
Englishmen in a rough way with the view 
of ascertaining the feasibility of construct- 
ing a railroad across it to the Chinese Prov- 
ince of Yunnan, and with the result of 
discoveriff that no serious difficulties 
stood in the way. In this conquest 
the only obstacle that opposed establish- 
ment of direct trade between South- 
western China and India has been removed. 
Whether the English openly annex the Em- 
pire or administer the Government directly, 
they can be relied upon to control and to 
commence at once the work of trade de- 
velopment. They will open the country to 
their merchants, intersect it with a railroad, 
clear up the river navigation, and pave the 
way for their merchants and missionaries 
and all the agencies of modern civilization. 
The breaking up of Theebaw’s bloody des- 
potism is therefore a blessing to the country, 
and the whole civilized world will rejoice 
that England has at last accomplished a work 
which ought to have been done long ago in 
the interests of humanity, religion, and ciy- 
ilization. 

The work, however, will not be complete 
without the enforcement of some adequate 
penalty upon the monster whom they now 
have in their hands. He has been an un- 
mitigated despot who has kept his people in 
abject terror by his numerous deeds of 
cruelty. Wholesale murder has character- 
ized his reign, as well as personal vices of 
the most hideous description. Should the 
English Government order the immediate 
execution of the wretch it would be justified 
in the eyes of every other country and the 
| world would applaud the act. The least it 
can do is to confine him in some place where 
he can do no further harm. He has no 
claims for consideration of any kind. 


PARTIAL PROHIBITION VS. FREE 
WHISKY, 

The Mayors of Keokuk, Burlington, Dav- 
enport, Council Bluffs, Dubuque, Sioux City, 
Clinton, and Ottumwa have issued a call for 
a convention of representatives from all Iowa 
towns of over 4,000 population to urge a 
modification of the present Prohibitory law, 
which remains a dead letter in those cities 
and at the same time deprives all the cities 
of a large tax that might be imposed on the 
liquor traffic. There is no constitational objec- 
tion to the passage of an act giving the larger 
municipalities, where prohibition is inert, the 
option of imposing on saloons a high re- 
strictive tax while strict prohibition remains 
the general rule of the State. The prohib- 
itory amendment to the Constitution, altho 
adopted by the popular vote three years ago, 
was held invalid by the Supreme Court, and 
the Legislature still has power to adopt com- 
plete or partial prohibition or blend the two 
in a manner to secure the best results. 

In the rural districts and small villages of 
Iowa, where there are few or no foreigners, 
prohibition reflects the desires of a majority 
of the people. It may, therefore, properly 
remain the rule of the State; but the manu- 
facturing and commercial cities, with their 
large foreign element, are not prepared for 
the same sweeping degree of prohibition as 
the farmers. In all sections the people are 
prepared to abridge or restrict the common- 
law right to sell liquor, and the issue be- 
tween the towns and the country is simply 
one of degree. The stand taken by the mu- 
nicipal authorities of the cities is merely 
that they prefer half a loaf to no bread, and 
they protest that in striving for the impossi- 
ble they should not be denied all practicable 
means of controlling the liquor traffic. Un- 
able to enforce absolute prohibition, they ask 
for power to protect themselves against free 
vending of whisky by a high tax. 

The sole and ultimate purpose of the Pro- 
hibitory law is to stop liquor-drinking. The 
penalties of the law are directed against the 
seller, but the real object is to cut off the 
supply of beer as well as whisky from the 
drinker and force him to go “dry.” The 
success or failure of a prohibitory law can 
be tested only by its effect in reducing the 
consumption of liquor. Now it is conceded 
that in the rural districts and small towns 
were there are no foreigners prohibition bas 
this éffect to a certain extent, but in the 
larger towns the reverse is true; as, in the 
absence of the former tax, saloons have mul- 
tiplied and the drinking of liquor increased. 
In the piaces large enough to have a consider- 
able population of the commercial or manu- 
facturing class prohibition remains a dead 
letter, and, as high taxes arid other feasible 


means of restriction cannot be used under 
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which he had unjustly taxed. Gen. Pren - 


that the real purpose of a prohibitory law is 
to decrease or abolish the consumption of 
liquor, would not impose on any community 
a greater degree of prohibition than it could 
enforce, and in this way might insure the 
best results possible under the circumstances. 

In the absence of any inhibitory statute 
any man in the community has a right under 
the common law to sell liquor without re- 
straint or hindrance, . When a tax is imposed 
all who cannot pay the fee are prohibited 
from selling, and as the amount is increased 
the prohibition extends to a greater number. 
Taxation is therefore a form of prohibition, 
and if carried far enough would entirely 
destroy the liquor traffic, Under the high 
tax system partial prohibition can be enforced 
in the cities and towns which refuse to go 
„dry“ with marked effect in controlling the 
traffic and reducing the consumption. of 
liquor. The Iowa cities are not demanding 
the repeal of the Prohibitory law in any 
community that wants to retain it, but they 
ask that it be amended so as to relieve them 
from the rule of free whisky and by fur- 
nishing the partial prohibition of high taxes 
and strict regulation enable them as far as 
possible to get into line with the rural dis- 
tricts and smaller towns of the State. In 
fact, the cities are really petitioning for a 
kind of prohibition that they can enforce, 
and ask for a half loaf rather than have no 
bread, They greatly need the money that 
a thousand-dollar tat would yield, and they 
are anxious to close up half or three-fourths 
of the drinking-places that now run wide 
open in nearly all the cities of Iowa. The 
moderate drinkers who resist compulsory 
teetotalism are in favor of this measure of 
liquor reform. 


GEN. MILES’ INDIAN POLICY, 

Gen. Sheridan has already expressed his 
views on the Indian policy in his annual re- 
port, and now comes Gen. Miles, the Indian 
fighter, who gives the public his views also 
at considerable length in the North American 
Review. They will be likely to attract more 
than usual attention, as Gen: Miles may be 
called an Indian expert. He has had more to 
do with Indians than most of the army 
officers, is familiar with their general charac- 
ter and habits, and has had much experience 
in pacifying them and placing them under 
control. 

Gen. Miles, like Gen. Sheridan, is thor- 
oughly dissatisfied with the policy which has 
been pursued during the last twenty years. 
The collection of the various tribes on reser- 
vations, their support -by the people, the ne- 
gotiation of treaties, their recognition as 
wards of the Nation, the operations of the 
Indian Bureau—every detail of the policy, m 
fact, has been a failure. ‘They are no better 
governed, are no more contented, have no 
more rights, and are no nearer civilization 
than they were half a century ago. Gen. 
Miles’ first recommendation is, therefore, to 
place the Indians under some form of gov- 
ernment strong enough to control them and 
just enough to command their respect, which 
he claims would have the following results: 

1. They would be beyond the possibility of 
doing barm, and the frontier settlements would 
be treed from their terrifying and devastating 
presence. 

2. They would be under officiais having a 
knowledge of the Indian country and the In- 
dian character. 

Z. Their supplies and annuities would be 
disbursed through an efficient system of regu- 
lations. : 

4. Besides being amenable to the civil laws, 
these officers would be under strict military 
law, subject to trial and punishment for any 
act that would be “unbecoming a gentleman, 
or prejudica! to good order.“ 

Gen. Miles then develops his theory of an 
Indian policy in detail. He would have the 
Indians as far as possible localized on the 
publie domain in sections of country to which 
they are accustomed. They should be located 
by families, which will make them independ- 
ent of tribal relations. All supplies, annu- 
ities, and disbursements of money should be 
made under the same system of accountability 
as now regulates army disbursement. The 
officers in charge of them should have force 
enough to keep order and punish violations 
of the law and to prevent the sale of ammu- 
nition and the use of intoxicating liquors. 
Courts of justice should also be established 
among them, so that when an individual vio- 
lates the laws his. whole tribe shall not be 
made to suffer, and schools might be opened 
for the education of the young Indians at 
military posts which are useless or have 
been abandoned. A large percentage of the 
annual appropriations should be employed in 
the purchase of cattle and other domestic an- 
imals. They should be induced to become 
agriculturists, taught the seasons to plant and 
to harvest, the variety of valuable products, 
and the use of machinery as a means of ob- 
taining food. Upon the question of educa- 
tion, Gen. Miles says: 


The present school system is regarded as too 
expensive and productive of little good. The 
children are exposed to the degrading influence 
of camp life, and the constant moving of the 
tribes destroys the best efforts of instructors. 
Several years ago the writer recommended the 
use of several of our unoccupied military posta, 
and that as many of the youth of the different 
tribes as could be gathered voluntarily be 
placed at these establishments, particularly the 
sons of chiefs, who willin a few years govern 
the different tribes. These could soon be 
taught the Engiish language, habits of indus- 
try, the benefits of civilization, the power of the 
white race, and, after a few years, return to 
their oon people with some education, with 
more intelligence, and with their ideas of life 
entirely changed for the better. They would 
in turn become the educators of their own peo- 
pie, and their influence fur good could not be 
estimated, while the expense of educating them 
would be less than at present and thousands 
would be benefited thereby. The Indians, as 
they become civilized and educated, as they ac- 
quire property and pay taxes toward the sup- 
port of the Government, should bave the same 
rights of citizenship as all other men enjoy. 


The above is the substance of Gen. Miles’ 
views. So far as they go they do not differ 
very materially from those more briefly ex- 
pressed by Gen. Sheridan, and they are such 
as to comimend themselves to all intelligent 
people in the community who have given the 
subject any study or watched the progress of 
the Indian policy. Neither of these officers, 
however, has laid much stress upon the 
education question and the results which can 
be accomplished by teaching the young In- 
dians in a manner which will tend to eradi- 
cate the nomadic and predatory habits of 
their race which they are likely to in- 
herit from their fathers. The problem 
is to overcome heredity. But little can 
be accomplished towards civilizing the 
adults. The most that can be hoped for 
is to keep them under restraint, but a great 
work can be done with the rising generation 
if they are taught in the proper manner. 
Gen. Sheridan gives no attention to this sub- 
ject, and Gen. Miles barely touches upon it 
in his recommendation that they shall 
be taught the English language. The 
future civilization of the Indian de- 
pends more upon this than upon 
any other course of teaching. Until 
the children are taught tospeak, to read, and 
to write English there will be very little 
progress in reclaiming them from savagery, 
molding them over in civilized methods, and 
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vigorously and up, 
the problem would now de nearly solved, and 
the present generation which is coming upon 
the scene would have been in sympathy with 
the ideas of white civilization and indifferent 
to the wild ideas of their tribes. After the 
Indians have been located by families on 
lands in severalty and the way has been pre- 
pared for their self-support by agricultural 
labor, then every neighborhood should have 
its churches and schools. There are plenty 
of teachers willing to undertake the work, 
andthe young Indjans who have been edu- 
cated at Carlisle and Hampton could be util- 
ized to help them. In a word, education of 
the young Indian in the English language is 
the key to the solution of the Indian prob- 
lem. While so much that is excellent and 
practical is being suggested for the civilizing 
of the adult Indians, this still more impor- 
tant work with the young should not be over- 
looked. ? 


CHINESE SPECIALLY PROTECTED. 

The murder of the negro miners at Bevier, 
Mo., and the treatment of the affair by the 
authorities offer a marked contrast to the 
course taken after the outbreak against the 
Chinese at Rock Springs, Wyo., a few weeks 
ago. 
by race prejudice. In one instance the 
white miners (all foreigners) attacked the 
Chinese, and in the other the assault was 
made on the native negroes by foreign 
whites; but in both cases the object of the 
Europeans was to drive the other races out 
of the mines and take exclusive possession. 
Immediately after the Rock Springs murder- 
ous Outbreak President Cleveland issued an 
order commanding the rioters to disperse, 
and United States troops were at once dis- 
patched to the scene. The Government tol- 
lowed the matter up with such vigor that the 
ringleaders and sympathizers with the mob 
are already under indictment. At Bevier, 
Mo., the local authorities have made no at- 
tempt to arrest the murderers of the negro 
miners, and there is no prospect that the 
Federal Government will be calied on to take 
any action. 

These two cases show that under the law 
as it stands now the Chinese who are in this 
country under the treaty are entitled to more 
immediate aid and protection from the au- 
thorities at Washington than are negro cit- 
lens. The negro must look to the local 
authorities, and where they are indifferent, 
as appears to be the case at Bevier, Mo., he 
is practically denied the protection of the law, 
and the National Government will do nothing 
for him until called on by the State. This 
singular contradiction arises from the fact 
that under the treaty with China the Nation- 
al Government is bound to act as the imme 
diate and direct protector of all the Chinese 
in this country. The stipulation is as follows: 

If Chinese laborers or Chinese of any other 
class, now either permanently or temporariiy 
residing in the territory of the United States, 
meet with ili treatment at the bands of any 
other persons the Government of the United 
States will exert all its power tu devise meas- 
ures for their protection, and to secure to them 
the same rights, privileges, immunities, and 
exemptions as may be enjoyed by the citizens 
or subjects of the most favored nation, and to 
which they are entitled by treaty. 

This shows that the Chinese in the United 
States enjoy a peculiar and unusual degree 
of protection from the Federal Government. 
The popular idea is that there are no fa- 
vored nations or nationalities in this coun- 
try, but that all elasses are entitled to an 
equal degree of protection from the Govern- 
ment. The text of the treaty with China 
when read in the light of the action taken by 
the authorities in dealing with the riots at 
Rock Springs and Bevier, respectively, shows 
that the Chinese are a favored nation as 
contrasted with native negro citizens. In- 
stead of being outlawed, the Chinese in this 
country enjoy the special protection of the 
National Goverument. Under the treaty 
the President is compelled to regard the 
Chinese as a “favored nation” and afford 
them a degree of protection not extended to 
native citizens. This explains why it was 
that troops were at once ordered to Rock 
Springs to protect the Chinese, while Presi-

Ir the rock barrier to the flow of the 
Desplaines which begins a mile or two on 
this side of Lemont and extends seven miles 
were cut away, that river would no longer 
flow over the Ogden-Wentworth Dam into 
the West Fork and thence into the canal or 
into the lake through the Chicago River. 
If that stone dam were removed to the depth 
of, say, eight feet the surface of the Desplaines 
at the Summit would recede about as much, 
and the back water for miles further up that 
stream would run out. It is the ridge of 
limestone at Lemont that dams the Des- 
plaines back and makes it overflow into 
the Ogden-Wentworth Ditch and thence into 
the Chicago River. Deepen the channel of 
the Desplaines from near Lemont to near 
Lockport, a distance of seven miles, by a 
rock cut even twenty-five feet wide and eight 
feet deep, and all the Desplaines water, ex- 
cept in periods of freshet, will flow rapidly 
off, and for nine or ten months in the year 
there would be aconsiderable current through 
the West Fork and Ogden Ditch into 
the Desplaines, simply for the rea- 
son that the channel of that stream 
would then be lower than the lake. 
A cut through the rock barrier of 100 feet 
wide would discharge four times as much 
water out of the Chicago River into the 
Desplaines as the canal now carries off, and 
the canal would still discharge all that it 
could. The sides of the rock cut would be 
nearly perpendicular and not sloping like the 
canal. 

The bottom of the Desplaines from the 
Summit, and in fact from Riverside, a couple 
of miles turther up stream, is now six to 
eight feet lower than it is between Lemont 
and Lockport, and in fact is as low as the 
bottom of the canal. Cut across this lime- 
stone uplift impediment and the water of the 
Desplaines would sink down below its 
banks to a level with the water in 
the canal, and instead of being a 
series of stagnant pools, bank-full, it 
would drop down some eight feet and flow 
off swiftly; cleaning out its channel. What- 
ever mud may have settled in the bottom of 
the Desplaines between Riverside and the 
old canal feeder near Lemont would quickly 
be washed out by the strong current if the 
rock barrier below Lemont were removed. 
The whole drainage problem of Chicago 
resolves itself inte deepening the channel of 
the Desplaines for a distance of not excéed- 
ing seven miles. Dynamite and derrick 
would soon do that, and at no great expense. 
Is the City Council so densely stupid that it 
will require the efforts of five Commissioners 
at $5,000 apiece for a year to drill this sim- 
ple self-evident fact through their thiek 
skulls ? 


Cc elevators contained last Saturday 
evening 13,779,218 bushels of wheat, 407,379 
bushels of corn, 95,301 bushels of oats, 280,- 
908 bushels of rye, and 198,717 bushels of 
barley; total, 14,761,523 bushels of all kinds 
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creased 510,161 bushels, including an increase 
of 291,926 bushels of wheat. For the same 
date the Secretary of the Chicago Board of 
Trade states the visible supply of grain in 
the United States and Canada as 55,539,993 
bushels of wheat, 3,572,229 bushels of corn, 
2,348,728 bushels of oats, 695,566 bushels of 
rye, and 2,596,124 bushels of barley. These 
figures are larger than the corresponding 
ones a week ago by 1,272,124 in wheat and 
598,188 in corn. The visible supply of 
wheat for the corresponding week @ year ago 
increased 1,733,657 bushels. 


A MOVEMENT will be made to induce Con- 
gress to reduce the tax on whisky from 90 
to 50 cents a gallon on the pretense that such 
a reduction would so Increase the consump- 
tion of alcohol in the mechanic arts that 
there would be, in fact, no loss of revenue. 
This is an attempt to satisfy both classes of 
tariff-law reformers—those who would cut 
down internal taxes on general principles 
and those who would do it so that revenue 
would have to be derived from custom taxes. 
Both classes of reformers had better decide 
to leave the whisky tax alone. A reduction 
of the tax might increase consumption a lit- 
tle in the mechanic arts, but it would furnish 
ebeaper whisky for intoxicating purposes. 
The country is not suffering for cheap 
whisky. It will not benefit the poor man to 
furmish the product of the still at a lower 
price. It would be better to lop off some of 
the indirect taxes on clothing, dress goods, 
boots and shoes, hats, crockéry, glass, and 
other necessities of life, and allow the poor 
man to continue buying his corn-juice at the 
old price. Such a course will do more for the 
prosperity of the Democratic Administration, 
if not for the happiness of the Democratic 
party, than the contemplated reduction of 
the tax on whisky. Congressmen who desire 
to keep their fingers unburnt should not trifle 
with the whisky tax. There is no sentiment 
in the country in favor of cheaper whisky, 
but there is a very strong opinion that the 
article is too cheap now for the good of its 
imbibers,

Tue launch of the Eureka at one ot the 
Brooklyn yards the other day is one step ina 
notable experiment for doing away With steam 
in naval propulsion. The main idea in the 
new system is to drive the vessel forward or 
backwara by the expulsion of gas from the 
submerged bow and stern against the water. 
The idea is not a new one among scientists, 
but it is claimed that in the Eureka it has been 
made practical for the first time. The vessel 
itself is of about seventy-five tons, being 100 
feet by twelve, with a depth of seven feet. On 
each side, about eight feet forward of the 
stern-post, are two lid-covered ports, connect- 
ed with chambers. There are also two for- 
ward ports of the same kind, and through 
these the discharges are made from a central 
point, those from the stern for driving the 
vessel forward, and vice versa, while a simul 
taneous discharge from a forward port ana aft 
starboard chamber, and vice versa, will turn her 
sharply round in either direction. The engine 
only takes up six feet of room, and only enough 
power is required to compress air into a steel 
globe two feet in diameter, into which vapor 
ized petroleum has been forced. The explosive 
material to te used has been kept a secret, 
but the New York Sun intimates it is a gas 
generated from oil and ignited: by electricity. 
should the experiment prove successful its ap- 
plication will be watched with great interest, 
It seems a daring move to try to dethrone 
King Steam, but invention grows bold in these 
days, and he would be rash who sbould say that 
people will not soon be exploded acrosa the 
Atlantic.

“Alone in London,“ which was presented at 
the Columbia last evening, is Robert Buchau- 
s latest melodrama. It is now running in

author of a clever satire receatly published in 
which he attacks two American writers, How- 
elis and James, both of whom are believed to 
have shown some symptoms of originality.

The ending is rather tame, for the chief —_ 
dent of the last act is lifted bodily out of O- 
ver Twist — the famous burglary episode 
and the evil characters are led mto & 
trap in such 4 manner that the 
sympathy of any fair-minded man goes out to 
them and any impartial jury would refuse to 
convict them. People who entice others into a 
erime that might be prevented are fully as cul- 
pable as those who commit it. While the plot 
of this piece seems to be without any valid ob- 
ject, the incidental phases are often interest- 
ing. An excellent idea is that of representing 
the villanous husband. gayly attired, stopping 
to buy flowers from bis wretched wife in the 
streets of London. Touches like this of a 
superficial nature reconcile one to many sub- 
stantial incongruities in the piece. The most 
glaring fault lies in the canting morality 
of several of the minor characters.

No one 
will attempt to controvert Biddy Maloney's as- 
sertion that a clean conscience is better than 
a clean shirt”; but why any contradiction 
should be implied as existing between decency 
and clean linen will puzzle any observer who is 
not a member of the frouzy and frantic Salva- 
tion Army. 

Tue present company is good in spots. The 
best work is done by Herbert and Beile Archer, 
the former in the role of the viliain, where he 
bas seldom any deeper emotion to express than 
that of irritation; the latter, as a street Arab— 
a part concocted especially by Robert Buchan- 
an for bis relative, Harriet Jay, and therefore 
made more prominent than the conditions of 
the play warrant. Cora Tanner as the heroine 
shows some feeling, but is inclined to be de- 
clamators. The actor who does the rejected 
but beroic lover labors under the impression 
that the character is exceedingly comic. He is 


possibly right. 


CHICAGO 6PERA-HOUSE—" NIAGARA.”’ 

A fair audience witnessed the production of the 
new romantic drama, ** Niagara,” at the Chicago 
Opera-House, and seemed moderately pleased 
even with the humorous phases of the piece, to 
which an exacting taste might take exception. 
“Niagara” is the nickname given to ap Italian 
adventuress (somewhat after the fashion of 
the heroine of Forget-Me- Not“) who goes to 
England and tries to impose herself upon a 
rich family as the wife of an English gentle- 
man. There is the usual talk in this act about 
u lost marriage certificate, as if such a 
document were of any great importance 
so long as a record is kept by the officials who 
issue it. The first act ends with the woman's 
discomfiture, and it is faulty in a dramatic 
sense because it does not awaken expéc- 
tation, but tells what is to all purposes 
4 complete story. The scene shifts to 
Italy, where there are bair-breadth es- 
capes in mountain passes and an exciting 
adventure in a haunted house. As far, how- 
ever, as the fortunes of the lovers are con- 
cerned, there is really no material progress 
made after the fall of the first curtain. The 
bumor consists in the bickerings (possible only 
among ili-bred people) between an American 
inventor and bis mother-in-law. The char- 
acter of Noah Lott, which is a cross 
between those of Asa Trenchard and George 
Washington Phipps, is well interpreted accord- 
ing to the author's spirit by Charles Stanley. 
Rose Eytinge has a röle that is utterly repel- 
lant and unrelieved in that of the adventuress. 
She deserves some thanks for acting 
it with repression when several 
of the people in the cast are given to scream- 
ing. Henry Dalton, a reliable actor, played 
the partof the hero quietly and acceptably. 
That clever little soubret, Ada Gilman, 
made the most of a dialect cbar- 
acter; and a young woman named 
Stella Teuton, said to be a débutante, 
showed positive promise in ber portrayal of an 
Italian girl. With all its crudities there is some 
Origipality in the play, and the fun, which is 
far from being natural or refined, served to 
keep the audience in good humor.

Joseph Oowen's Great Personal 
Triumph in the British Neo- 
tions—Dillon’s Defeat. 


T. M. Healy’s Victory—The Irish Told 
to Still Stand by Their Tory 
Allies. 


The Unrest in Spain Still Very Marked 
The Alleged Attitude of Don 
Carlos. 


ENGLISH ELECTIONS. 

A TRUSTWORTHY FORECAST OF THE RE- 
SULT CAN BE GIVEN BY THURSDAY 
NIGHT. 

Lonpow, Nov. 30.—| Via Mackay-Bennett Ca- 
ble to The Tribune.}—The elections today in 
the various counties have been quiet and un- 
eventful. It is, not likely that there will be 
such a preponderance of members elected on 
either side as to definitly settle the relations of 
the parties until Wednesday, but it is certain 
that a trustworthy forecast can be given by 
Thursday night. 

JOSEPH COWEN’S RETURN. 

The return of Mr. Joseph Cowen (Radical) 
for Newcastle-on-Tyne, at the head of the pull, 
is considered the greatest personal triumph 
of the elections. He has not spent a far- 
thing beyond the strictly legal expenses. He 
refused to canvass the electors himself or to 
allow his friends to do so in his interest. He 
relied solely upon his election address, upon the 
half-dozen speeches which he made during the 
campaign, and upon the enormous influence of 
the advice of Mesers. Parnell and O'Connor to 
the Irish electors to split their votes between 
himself and Mr. John Morley. 

JOHN DILLON’S DEFEAT. 

The Tories throughout the campaign have 
been confident of the defeat of Mr. John Dillon 
(Nationalist) in North Tyrone, but are cha- 
grifed at the splendid victories won by the 
Parnellites elsewhere. Dillon has deen 
defeated by Lord Ernest Hamilton, the 
Conservative candidate. The poll stood: 
Hamilton, 3,345 votes; Dillon, 2,922. A great 


majority of the Whigs supported Lord Hsm-: 


iiton, and the coalition proved disastrous to 
the Nauonalist. Mr. Dillon stood for Parlia- 
ment with reluctauce, and his defeat will be 
more keenly regretted by bis party than by 
himself. Laying siege to Tyrone, a notorious 
Orange stronghold, seemed from the start a 
waste of effort on the part of the Parnellites, 
but it was boped that Mr. Dillon's hereditary 
prestige, his flery eloquence, and his many 
sacrifices for his country would allay religious 
rancor and bring to bis side some Orange 
support. And tuis would be the case were 
not the passions of the people inflamed by the 
violent appeals of Lord Hamilton's supporters. 
The Irish leaders are not surprised or dis- 
heartened by Mr. Dillon’s defeat, but they re- 
gret it exceedingly. Mr. Dillon is perhaps 
more beloved by the Irish people than any man 
in public life today. His father, John Blake 
Dillon, was a distinguished member of the 
Young Ireland party, and be himself has de- 
voted his entire life to his country's cause. 
HEALY’S TRIUMPH. 

T. M. Healy, Mr. Parnell’s intrepid lieuten- 
ant, captured a seat in North Monaghan today. 
The vote was; Healy, 4,055; Sir John Leslie, 
Bart. (Conservative), 2,645. This seat is a clear 
gain for the Nationalists. It is in the enemy’s 
camp. 

DUBLIN CITY. 

The results of the elections for Dublin City 
will not be known until tomorrow, the Tories 
having filed an objection against declaring the 
vote tonight. The Parnellites believe that 
they have won in all four of the divisions. 
The only doubt that exists is as to St. Stephen’s 
Green Division, where Sir Edward Guinness 
(Tory) ran against Edmond Dwyer Gray (Na- 


tionalist). 
THANKS TO AMERICA. 


The Parnellites are overflowing with grati- 
tude for the liberal contributions from Amer- 
ica to the Parliamentary fund, which enabied 
them to perfect their organization and without 
which their victories would have been im- 
possible. 

Mr. Parnell has received a telegram from a 
recent meeting of Irishmen in New York, and 
will make an appropriate reply. He has also 
received an address from the Irish citizens of 
St. Louis, thanking him for bis efforts to alle- 
viate the condition of the Irish people. 

STILL STANDING BY THE TORIES, 

The National League of Great Britain has 
telegraphed to the various branches in every 
Parliamentary division in which a poll has not 
yet taken place, saying: “We trust that the 
Irishmen in your district will strive to stand by 
the instructions contained in Mr. Parnell's man- 
ifesto and vote the straight Tory ticket, thus 
adding another to the already numerous victo- 
ries of our countrymen in England and Scot- 
land.“ 

GETTING BACK AT GLADSTONE. 

The Birmingham caucus has decided to pla- 
card the country parliamentary divisions with 
Mr. Gladstone's references to Irish affairs in 
his first Midiothian speech, in which he claimed 
that there was vital danger to the Empire if 
only a small Liberal majority was returned, as 
that would make Liberal Government depend- 
ent on the Parnellites for existence. The 
Tories are fathering an argument that an ap- 
peal at the present moment to the country dis- 
tricts would be too late to effect a change suf - 
ficient to please Gladstone, and that it would be 
better to make the Tories strong enough to 
avert the catastrophe predisted by Mr. Glad- 
stone in the speech referred to above. Mean- 
while Mr. Partiell is satisfied that only a small 
Tory majority will be returned. 

THE COUNTIES APPARENTLY GOING LIB- 
ERAL. 

Returns received up to midnight show that 
180 Liberals, 157 Tories, and twenty-eight Par- 
nellites have been elected. The counties are 
apparently gomg Liberal. 

GLADSTONE BUSY EXPLAINING. 

Mr. Gladstone, speaking at Buckley, Flint- 
shire, today, said that the Liberal reverses 
were due to the tomfoolery of nominating du- 
pheate candidates, the miserable H- 
posture called fair trade, and, lastly and 
chiefly, the Irish vote in Great Britain. He 
had nothing tosay against his Irish fellow- 
citizens; he had spent the best part of his life 
in humble endeavors to do them justice, and 
be hoped that his party would continue its 
efforts to aid the Irish cause. The power of 
the Irish in the elections had been spent. He 
would be much surprised if the new county 
electorate should vote against the men who 
had been fighting their batties for forty years. 

Mr. Gladstone writes that the union of the 
Parnellſtes and Tories has already taken be- 
tween twenty and thirty seats from the 
Liberals, but he refrains from passing 
judgment, as there is only day left for voting. 
He says: One of the most potent motives that 
led me in my advanced age to forego long-cov- 
eted repose was the hope of being able to ren- 
der Ireland further service.”

SPAIN. 
THE NEW CABINET APPROVED—FEARS OF 
ZORILLA AND DON CARLOS. 

MADRID, Nov. 30.—The new Cabinet has 
been approved throughout Spain. The only 
fear 18 in regard to Senor Zorilla, the Repub- 
lican chief, who will lose prestige unless he 
attempts a revolt. If be is captured the sen- 
tence of death already passed upon him for 
participation in former risings will be exe- 
cuted immediately. The manifesto of Don 
Carlos promising to confirm to the Spaniards 
all their present civil and religious liberties 
is considered a direct bid for the throne, and 
is also interpreted as a prelude to a proposal 
of marriage of Don Carlos’ son, Prince Jaime, 
and the Princess of the Asturias in the event 
of no hejr to the throne being born. Both the 
Carlists and Monarchists would welcome such 
& settlement with acclamation, as it would end 
a fifty years’ conflict and would enable Spain 


Powers of Europe. 


[By the death of Alfonso XIL the claims of 
Don Carlos to the throne of Spain have been re- 
vived. Don Carlos, who insists that he is the 
rightful heir to the throne of Spain, would be 
heir to the throne if the Salic law, which formerly 
governed the succession in Spain and probibited 
the succession of a female, Had not been abolished 
by King Alfonso’s grandfather, Ferdinand VII. in 
order to secure the crown to his daughter, Isabella 
II., Alfonso’s mother. Don Carlos claims that 
Ferdinand had no right to abolish the Salic law; 
that it is, therefore, still in force in 
Spain. and that he is King by right. The 
growth of public sentiment, however, is in favor 
of liberal government, and the possibility of 
Don Carlos, who represents ultramontane 
bigotry and intolerance, being called into 
power, is very remote. A Republic might be a 
possibility if the Republicans were united among 
themselves, but they are not. Their leaders are 
divided; there is no cohesion in the Republican 
party. Besides, the Catholic Church and the prop- 
erty interests, two powerful factors in the politics 
of Spain, fear a Repiblic and are opposed to it. 
Don Carles was born March 30, 1848. His father, 
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Don Juan, was the brother of Charles VI. of Spain. 
As Charles VI. died without issue his rights de- 
volved upon his brother and subsequently to the 
present Don Carlos. The latter was educated in 
Austria, and was married in 1867 to Margaret de 
Bourbon, sister of the present Comte de Chambord 
(Henry VI.) of France. In 1872 the adherents of 
Don Carlos raised his standard in the north of 
Spain, and in July of that year he pub- 
lished a proclamation addressed to the in- 
habitants of Catalonia, Aragon, and Valen- 
cia, calling upon them to take up arms 
in his cause. Don Carlos made his entry into Spain 
in 1873 and the various Governments, from time to 
time in power at Madrid, strove in vain to suppress 
the revolution. When Alfonso was called to the 
throne Don Carlos issued another proclamation 
ealling upon his volunteers to continue in their 
efforts, exhorting them to remember their many 
brilliant achievements and that they were fighting 
for the welfare of Spain. He also promised them 
to reform the Government should he come to pow- 
er. Alfonso’s forces, however, made continued 
advances, forcing the Carlists, Who fought with 
desperation, to Tolosa. In January, 1876, this, their 
last stronghold, fell. Their leaders sought refuge 
in France. July 18, 1881, Carlos was expelied trom 
France on the ground of his having ostentatiously 
allied himseit with the partisans of the Comte de 
Chambord. Don Carlos has five children—the In- 
fanta Blanca, born in 1568; Infante Jaime, born in 
1870; Infanta Elvira, born in 1871; Infanta Betrix, 
borg in 1874; and Infanta Alix, born in 1876.] 
AS VIEWED AT WASHINGTON. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 30.— The situation 
in Spain is somewhat complicated by the re- 
turn of Sagasta to the Prime Ministry. He is 
one of the ablest men and most expert poli- 
ticians in Spain. He was Prime Minister three 
years ago, and had to resign because his party 
could not agree with itself, Whether he will 
have the ability to harmonize these differences 
now remains to be seen. The tendencies of 
Sagasta’s Government would be in the dircc- 
tion of reforms and of a liberal kind if the 
country would remain at peace and permit him 
to carry them out. The monarch does not 
interfere mucb in the politics of the country 
or in the practical affairs of the Government. 
He merely acte as a kind of arbiter between 
parties, making selections and deciding which 
party may be called to power. The Prime 
Minister is really the ruler of Spain. If Sagasta 
can hold the Liberal party together Spain may 
get over the death of the King without serious 
trouble. But when a Ministry fails to get a 
majority vote in the Cortes it fails. 


HONORS TO THE DEAD KING. 

MADRID, Nov. 30.—There was an imposing 
scene at the Palace of the Escurial upon the 
arrival of King Alfunso’s body. When the 
procession reached the monastery the Duke de 
Serto, the Royal Chamberlain, knocked and 
requested admittance for Alfonso, When in- 
side the gates the Duke unlocked the coffin and 
called three times in Alfonso’s name. Then, 
according to the ritual, he said: There is no 
reply. It is true the King is dead.” He then 
relockéd the coffin and broke his wand of 
office. 

The funeral services of the late King have 
been fixed for Dec. 10. They will be held 


in the Cathedral of San Isidro in the 


presence of the Ministry and foreign 
delegates.

MASSENET’S “LE CID.” 
PRODUCED LAST NIGHT BEFORE A CRITICAL 

AUDIENCE AT THE PAKIS GRAND OPERA- 

HOUSE. 

Panis, Dec. 1.—[ Via Mackay-Bennett Cable 
to The Tribune.]—*“ Le Cid,” Massenet’s new 
opera in four acts and ten tabieaux, of which 
a synopsis of the libretto, written by Den- 
nery and Galietblau, has already been cabled 
to THE TRIBUNE was produced last night at the 
Grand Opera-House before a crowded and 
fushionable house. Among the host of 
celebrities present I noticed the President, 
looking well and strong, and Mme. Grévy, M. 
and Mme. Wilson, and M. Brisson, whose 
austere face seemed even gloomier than 
usual. No wonder, for every one is talking of 
his coming downfall. Gen. Briere de |’lisle, 
rejoicing in his freedom after a long but 
not overglorious Tonquin campaign, M. Henri 
Rochefort and M. Lockroy were also present. 
The leading composers and all the critics were 
there, too. Massenet says he began to write 
his new opera twelve years ego. Itis the fif- 
teenth opera inspired by Corneille’s piay since 
Sacchini wrote his Chimerie.“ 

The opera opens with a taking overture, 
effectively foreshadowing several of the lead- 
ing themes. 


Act L.—Thefirst act was, on the whole, disappoint- 
ing. It lacked sustained action, and the harmony 
is weak. A chorus and an exquisitly pathetic air 
describing the love of Chimene and Roderigue alone 
rise above mediocrity. 

Act II.— In the second act monks in the distance 
chant a requiem. Chimene, Overcome with emo- 
tion at her father’ sassasination, rushes up to each 
cavalier to discover the murderer, and finds it to 
be Roderigue, whom she secretly loves. The situ- 
ation is intensely dramatic, and is done full justice 
to by the soprano, Mme. Fidés Devries. This 
scéne produced a most marked effect. 

Act III.— The third act is by far the most power- 
ful in the entire score. It opens with a desolate 
wail of grief from Chimene, who lies prostrate in 
her bed-chamber. This beautiful air is a 
sort of cantilena, of the purest classical 
structure, set to  Corneille’s eelebrated 
couplets. The air is the pearl of 
opera.

Roderigue in- 
vokes his patron saint, who appears and promises 
him a victory with a weird outburst of Oriental 
music. The Moors attack the camp. The vast 
stage of the opera-house makes a most effective 
battiefield, and, amid the crashing of the swords 
and bucklers and the din of brazen instruments, the 
curtain falls. 

Act IV.—The fourth opens in the King’s bedroom. 
Roderigue is believed to have been defeated and 
killed. The scene suddenly changes, disclosing the 
triumphal entry of the Spanish army. Moorish 
prisoners are led by chains, and the victors 
lay at the King’s feet quantities of lost 
and captured standards. This act is cold, the 
sentiment being sacrificed to the spectacular. The 
scenery is deficient and the stage carpentry is bad. 
The arrangement and discipline of the cortége are 
unworthy of the Grand Opera- House. 

Fides Devries as Chimene and Jean de 
Reske, the tenor, as Roderigue, both sang and 
acted admirably. The ballet was, upon the 
whole, good. Mile. Mauri, as always, was 
warmly applauded, but the much talked- 
vp pas des almees proved 1 
comparative failure and was coldly received.

DISTURBED CUNGREGATIONS, 


MUCH FEELING AGAINST THE MINISTER OF 
A POLISH CHURCH IN DETROIT, MICH.— 
BAPTIST MINISTERS OF BOSTON DEAL 
HARSHLY WITH ERRING BROTHERS. 
Detroit, Mich., Nov. 29.—[{Special.|—The 

excitement in St. Albertus’ Polish Oburch has 
increased tenfold since the complaint against 
Father Kolasinski, as telegraphed to Tue TAW. 
UN® Friday, was placed in the hands of Bishop 
Borgess. It had been announced that Bishop 
Camiilus P. Maes of Covington, Ky., would sing 
mass at St. Albertus yesterday, but when the 
service was opened Bishop Maes was not pres- 
ent. After the sermon Father Kolasinski, who 
was laboring under great excitement, pro- 
duced a roil of manuscript and began to read a 
reply to the various charges that have been 
made against bim. He denied them in 
toto, and called upon his accusers 
to step forward and swear to the charges they 
bad made. The priest shed tears and in his 
excitement seized hold of his robe and tore it 
violently open, tearing the buttons off his coat. 
After vespers a meeting of the congregation 
was held in the old church on Staubin avenue, 
just around the corner, when a call was made 
for those who would sign a paper in the priést’s 
favor. A large number signified their willing- 
ness by shouting Tes: others cried 
No.“ Frank Stryzyzewseki, one of the 
congregation, stepped forward and sug- 
gested that two papers, one for 
and the other against the priest, be prepared. 
Some discussion arose and the meeting became 
uncontrollable. The crowd began to press for- 
ward, many of the men having chairs and 
stools in their hands, and the priest retired be- 
hind the altar-railing. A riot seemed immi- 
nent, and would doubtless have occurred had 
not some person sent for the police. Joseph 
Procoski, Who seemed to the police to take a 
leading part in the demonstration, was arrested 
and taken away. While the meeting was in 
progress the secretary of Bishop Borgess ar- 
rived and demanded the church books from the 
priest. Father Kolasinski refused to deliver 
them, saying that he had first to complete 
some entries ang make comparisons with the 
cashier's book. The excitement is at fever- 
heat.

The resolutions were briefly discussed, indi- 
cating the decided sentiment of the conference 
in their favor. 

The inquiry as to whether Mr. Downs had 
been afforded an opportunity to obtain a bear- 
ing or advice on the part of members of the 
conference elicited the statement that he had 
persistently repelied all kindly advances and 
that his conduct had been such that no minister 
with self-respect could bave anything to do 
with him.

Sat LAKE City, Utah, Nov. 30.—Josept Mo- 
Murrin, the man shot by Deputy-Marsbai Cok 
Uns Saturday night, is still alive. Colling was 
turned over to the military at Fort Douglas to- 
day for fear of lynching. The suppressed ex- 
citement is very great. The feeling between 
the Gentiles and Mormons is intense. The lat- 
ter proclaim the shooting of McMurrin a 
cold-bleoded murder, directly the result of 
Judge Zane’s ruling punishing Burt for as- 
saulting him a fortnight ago while in the per- 
formance of bis duty as an officer of the court. 
This view was not shared by reasonable peo- 
ple, in view of the fact that Mo- 
Murrin admitted that ne assaulted Collins 
and was beating him at the time 
of the shooting, while those who understand 
that MeMurrin was one of the four lying in 
wait to assail, and perhaps murder, Collins, 
maintain the latter did what any one would do 
under like circumstances, It is said the roads 
to the penitentiary were guarded today by 
armed Mormons, who designed to murder Col- 
Uns on the way in, it being expected that he 
would be brought to this city for examination. 
There were some rumors that MecMurrin’s 
friends would storm the penitentiary. Groups 
talk feelingly on the streets, and a spark would 
precipitate trouble. 


MINNEAPOLIS MILLERS. 


THEY EMPHATICALLY DENY RUMORS WITH 
REGARD TO THEIR FUTURE ACTION IN 
THE WHEAT MARKET. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Nov. 30.—|Special. |— 
J. H. Hand, manager of the Minneapolis Mill- 
ers’ Association, was met this evening at the 
West Hotel, and was interrogated regarding the 
position of the association as to the wheat mar- 
ket. ‘The reports that have gone out concern- 
ing the Millers’ Association,” said Mr. Hiland, 
“have been exaggerated in many fnstances 
and in others are utterly without foundation. 
We do not mind the abuse and charges by the 
country press, but when THe CHICAGO TRIB- 
UNE takes the matter up, and is evidently la- 
boring under misrepresentation and wrong im- 
pressions, it seems time to take some notice. 
The situation is this: We have over 500 buy- 
ers out through the country picking up wheat. 
The mills are now idle, but we have got to stay 
in the market. There is no money in wheat as 


it is now, but we have got to keep 
the gangway clear. One thing we 
wieh to correct is the impression 
that the Millers’ Association has sold more 
wheat than itowns. We have been buying an 
average of over 100,000 busbels a day for some 
time. Last week we purchased nearly 1,000,- 
000 bushels. This we are selling, but not die 

of all we bave, for we still have several 
million bushels on band.“ | 

„What led the mills to shut down?” 

„There was no concerted action among the 
millers. They could not make flour get 
out whole, so they shut down. Take the pres- 
ent price of wheat, the high freight rates, the 
low prices of flour, and it is only possible to 
make flour at a serious loss. It is much 
better to close the mills. We began selling 
wheat before the mills stopped, and since 
then have of course had more stock to dispose 
of. There has been no particular effort to rush 
wheat on the market. We have only cared to 
keep our houses clear. I do not believe the 
Chicago market will be flooded, as has been 
reported. The bulk of the wheat is going to 
Duluth. There is a great deal going to Chica- 
go, but not as much as advertised.” 

Mr. Highland was asked as to bow far the 
Millers’ Association was responsible for the 
sensational rumor recently sent out to South- 
ern and Eastern cities of the intention of a 
syndicate to pour a big lot of wheat into Oh? 
cago with a view of breaking that market. 

“ Wedisclaim all knowledge of the source 
of these dispatches,’ was the assurance. We 
did not care about Kansas City and St. Louis, 
but did care about Eastern cities. The Millers’ 
Association bad no knowledge that such re- 
ports were going out and regrets that they 
were sent. We are perfectly willing that 
THE TRIBUNE should examine our books and 
accoutits to substantiate what I say, and I 
would like to correct the belief that the asso- 
ciation controls the market. We follow Du- 
luth and Chicago, with the bare cost of hand- 
ling added. We have never controlled the 
market.”

Bastern Passenger Agreement 
to Go into Effect This 
Morning.

The agreement recently entered into be- 
the General Passenger Agents of the 
various roads running east from this city will 
go into effect today and it is expected that 
i passenger rates to the East will be 
more firmly maintained than they have been 
heretofore. The rate remains on the basis of 
$i7 from Chicago to New York, but Western 
g will no longer be permitted to 
$i7-rate, but will be re- 
to prorate on a rate. This, it is be- 
Veved, will br ak up the combination between 
Western ticket agents and scalpers whereby 
the former. by dividing their commissions with 
the scalpers, enabled the latter to cut the regu- 
jar $17-rate from Chicago. The commission 
4 Western ticket agents will not be 
ficient to overcome the difference between 
the $20 basing rate and the regular $17 rate. 
Any tickets found in this market at cut rates 
will nave to be redeemed by the line over which 
tie tickets read at full tariff rate. The success 
of the new agreement will depend greatly 
upon the codperation of the Western roads. 
If the latter should retuse to make their basing 
rate $20, but sell tickets on iy to Chicago, the 


- Bastern roads would be subjected to consider- 


able annoyance. It is the opinion, however, 
that the Western roads will codperate witb the 
Eastern lines, as the former are asking similar 
protecuou of the Eastern lines on west-bound 
business. A meeting of the Chicago East- 
Round Passenger Committee was held 
yesterday, but owing to the non-representa- 
tion of the Michigan Central no business 
of importance was transacted. It is under- 
stood that the non-attendance of the Michigan 
Central 1% due to its dissatisfaction with the 
representatives usually sent to these mectings 
by some of the roads. Some roads have been 
in the habit of sending clerks and other subor- 
dinaté officials to these meetings who had no 
authority to act upon important subjects, and 
everything that was done had to be referred 


to the General Passengor Agents of those. 


roads for approval. ‘The Michigan Central de- 
mands that these meetings be attended by such 
officials as have authority to act upon all sub- 


A number of scalped tickets over the Michi- 
gan Central and Chicago & Atlantic were pro- 
duced and Chairman Moore was instructed to 
redeem them at fuil tariff rates in accordance 
with agreement. The officiais of the Michigan 
Central and Chicago & Atlantic say they are 
pot responsible for the issue of those tickets, 
ana they are perfectly willing to redeem 
promptly all scalped tickets found in this mar- 
ket reading over their roads. 

It is the general opinion that the trunk lines 
made a serious mistake in restoring west-bound 
passenger rates to the basis of $20 from New 
York to Chicago. This is the rate that was 
charged when the lines were paying a commis 
sion ot $3 on each ticket, and when their ex- 
penses on account of the competition between 
the various lines was very heavy. Under 
their new pooling agreement the payment of 
cotomissions is abolished. Offices are consoli- 
dated, thus enabling the roads to get alone 
with a much smaller force of men and many 
other unnecessary expenses entailed by strong 
competition are dofie away with. Yet the pub- 
lic is charged as high rates as ever, the roads 
pocketing all the revenue from the saving of 
commissions, etc., thus giving them a much 
higber net rate than they ever received before.

DISEASED MEAT. 

SOME OCCASIONALLY SHIPPED HERE FROM 
OTHER POINTS—HOW THE INSPECTORS 
ARE POSTED. 

Inspector Matthew Lamb of the Stock-Yards 
district made his weekly report to the Health 
Commissioner yesterday. It shows diseased 
bogs condemned, 85; quarters of beef bruised, 
18; sheep bruised, 6. Mr. Lamb also reported 
that he had reliable information to the effect 
that several car-loads of scalawag and 
emuciated sheep carcasses were on the way to 
meat dealers in this city from Kansas City. 
A TRIBUNE reporter called on Mr. 
Lamb last night to ascertain something 
definit about the diseased-meat traffic 
in this city. He said: “It was not my inten- 
ton to convey the impression that diseased 
meat was being sold here. On the contrary, 
we are comparatively safe in this respect; but 
it is about the time of the year that we receive 
large consignments of dressed mutton in this 
city from Kansas City, and as the means of 
trausportation between the two points are 
none of the quickest there is danger that the 
flesh will sour if it is at all soraggy or ema- 
ciated, as 1 have good reason to believe the 
consignment I refer to 18.“ 

How did you learn of the condition of the 
meat before it arrived?“ ; 

* Weil, there is great competition among the 
meat merchants in the city, and they act as 
spies, one upon another, and if one fellow is 
getting a suspiciously large cons gument an- 
other dealer in the same block will find out if 
it is made up of carcasses of scalawag cattle, 
and if it is, depend upon it his conscience will 
be suddenly quickened to tell the truth—on 
t'other feller—and he accordingly hunts 
up a meat inspector to unbosom himself. 
I don't know to whom this consignment of 
mutton was forwarded, exvept that it was 
for a dealer in the West Jackson street meat- 
market. As I had posted Inspector Sweeney 
about the matter I guess be has looked it up. 
As for myself, I inspect only live cattle. On 
an average I condemn about 400 hogs and 400 
beeves and sheep in the yards montbly, either 
in part or in toto. If ahog is low or lame, 
when he is killed the bruised or maimed part, 
frequently a leg or a shoulder, will discover it- 
self. and I immediately order that part thrown 
into the tank. But a diseased beast 
when I condemn it is immediately made 
away with as soon as itis killed in a manner 
that can do no harm to the public. I can tell 
a cholera hog or adiseased beef or sheep as 
soon as the hide is removed, and so can any 
one who bas had a month's experience in the 
business. No, I don’t think any diseased meat 
is sold from the Siock-Yards here, but 1 do 
think that dressed meats comme here from 
other points ougut to be closely examined. If 
the meat is not fit for consumption in Kansas 
City it certainly is not in a metropolitan city 
like Chicago.”’ 


UNCLE SAM’S BUSINESS. 
INTERESTING NEWS ITEMS FROM GOVERN- 
MENT HEADQUARTHERS IN THIS CITY. 

R. H. Brentlinger, employed in the distribu- 
tion department of the Post-Office, was invited 
to take a permanent rest by Postmaster Judd 
yesterday, and acquiesced. Thomas J. Turner, 
appointed to the vacancy, entered upon the 
discharge of his duties. 

Col. R. E. Goodell, formerly a wealthy and 
prominent resident of Chicago, now a citizen 
of and Postmaster at Leadville, Colo., arrived 
in the city yesterday en route to Washington, 
and called upon Postmaster Judd. He accom- 
panied the latter to Indianapolis last evening 
to attend the funeral of Vice-President Hen- 
dricks. 

The Chinese and Japanese mails will arrive 
in this city Thursday morning in time for the 
early delivery. 

The offices in the Federal Building except 
the Post-Office will be generally closed after 
12 today out of respect to the memory of 
the dead ststesman whose funeral occurs at 
Indianapolis this afternoon. 

During the month of November the customs 
department weighed 9,041,207 pounds and 
gaged 23,680 gallons of spirits. There were 
246 cases and 24,726 boxes of cigars received, 
15 vessels discharged, 97 cars transferred, 244 
inspected for export, 811 discharged at the 
depots, and 146,336 packages handled.

PROVIDENT COAL-YARDS. 
MR. TRUSDELL OF THE RELIEF AND AID 
SOCIETY DOES NOT FAVOR THEM. 

The attention of Superintendent C. G. 
Trusdeli of the Chicago Relief and Aid 
Society was called yesterday to the re- 
cent correspondence published in THz Tris- 
UNE by Edwin Lee Brown and others 
in regard to the establishment of wood and 
coal yards under the auspices of the Relief 
and Aid Society for the sale of coal and wood 
in small quantities at a fair profit. Mr. Trusdell 
had not seen the letter of Mr. Brown, which 
suggested that coal and wood yards should be 
establishea by the society with which 
be is identified. He did not favor the 
idea, but stated that if Mr. Brown would write 
such a letter to him he would place it before 
the meeting of the Board of Directors of the 
society at its meeting Saturday afternoon. Of 
course, he said he could not tell what the 
board might determine to do, but he did not 
think they were prepared to enlarge their work 
for the present. If anybody had any money to 
give them for this or any other purpose, be 
did not doubt that the directors would assume 
the responsibility of expending the sum as de- 
sired. Personally Mr. Trusdell did not favor 
the plan suggested. He said provident wood- 
yards and tree soup-houses had often been 
tried, and it bad been as otten shown that they 
did more harm than good. In the first place 
he deciared it was a crime to help any single 
and able-bodied man or woman, and that equal 
care should be taken to interiere with 
the affairs of any other persons who were really 
able to get along without assistance. He said 
that a coal and wood yard, something after the 
plan suggested, was started by the Relief and 
Aid Society soon after the fire and poor people 
were encouraged to save up mouey and place 
it on deposit at the coal-yard with which to buys 
tne winter supply. Such deposits were, bow- 
ever, seldom made and the coal-yard was run 
at a dead expense. Mr. Trusdell did not think 
that all coal and wood dealers were ** crooked ”’ 
by avery la majority, though be was sati¢ 
fled that the profits on a bushel of coal were 
very much larger in proportion than upou a 
ton of coal. This was quite natural. No 
man could sell a cents worth of 
anything at the same wroportionate profits 
at which be would sell a dollar's worth, 
He thought it would be useless to open one 
coal-yard anywhere as it would be wol in- 
adequate to supply the demands. If there was 
a necessity for one there was a necessity for 
many. The people would have to purchase 
coal near at home, else it would be almost im- 
possible to deliver it. The demands of this ona 
class of customers wight not be sufficient to 
meet the expenses of a coal-yard in any one 
locality, and it would be impossible to supply 
the whole city. Considering the question 
from these standpoints he did not believe the 
Retief and Aid Society was prepared to take 
hold of it, but still that was a matter for the 
board to decide and not for him.

THE SOUTH TOWN. 
A SALARY VOTED TO EX-GOV. HAMILTON AS 
ATTORNEY--HARD UP. 

The South Town Board met at noon yester- 
day and transacted a little business that 
seemed to be far from palatable to certain of 
its officers. Supervisor Shanahan offercd a 
resolution that the remuneration of the As- 
sessor be fixed at $3,000, the Supervisor $2,000, 
the Ci $1,500, and the Attorney $1,500. Jus- 
tice Lybn moved as a substitute that the board 
fix the salary of ex-Gov. Hamilton, the Attor- 
ney, at $1,500, but take no action with regard 
to the salaries of the other officers. Justice 
R. H. White mor t the salary of the At- 
torney of the board $1,200, to be paid in 
quarteriy installments of $300, and this met 
with the unanimous approval of the other Jus- 
tices present. 

Mr. Shanaban again tried to press his previ- 
ous resolution with regard to the salaries of 
Frank Drake, H. J. Mitchell, and himself, but 
after some sharp discussion it was voted down. 
The board declined to pay a $10 account for 
coal incurred by the officers of the board until 
the Supreme Court gives a decision as to the 
disposition of the 2 per cent on the taxes col- 
lected--whether it shall go to the town or the 
Collector. 

Financially the town is in a very bay way. It 
owes, it is said, about $43,000 and has no 
mouey to pay with and ao chance of any com- 
ing in till along in the spring. The amount 
voted at the last town meeting was only $15,- 
000, and the problem is bow to pay off three 
times that sum with that much money. One 
banking firm, it is said, holds 315.000 in war- 
rants. In view of the fact that the town is 
thus hard up some of the members said after 
the meeting that they saw no reason why the 
town should vote to pay an attorney a salary 
when it was not certain that there would be 


any business for him to do or any money to 


nay him with. They seemed to be of the 
opinion that the way to do would be to wait till 
the town had some law business to attend to, 
and then hire the man to look atter it.

ced himsetf, and at the same time mentioned 
— straitened circumstances caused by a fallure in 
the wheat dusiness at Duluth, and desired employ- 
ment by the Minneapolis Millers’ Association as a 
special correspondent for country newspapers. iie 
stated that he was a journalist by profession, and 
could secure the publication of any ur- 
ticle that he might write; and in order 
to convince me of this fact called wy 
attention to several articles that he had written 
tor papers published at Fargo and at other poluts 
in the Northwest. These articles he claimed had 
influenced the farmers to withhold their wheat 
during the early movement of the crop, thereby 
causing an advance in price. He proposed, in order 
to recoup his losses, as well as to assist the Minne- 
apolis millers, to write discouraging articles for 
the country press, stating that there was no foreign 
demand for wheat cr flour, that stocky were accu- 
mulating both in this country and abroad: conse- 
quently wheat must deciine. He was quite confi- 
dent that as soon as these articles were read by the 
farmers there would be a perfect stampede 
to sell wheat, thus enabling the millers to purchase 
large quantities at greatiy reduced prices. My reply 
to the gentleman was that the Minneapolis millers 
were engaged in a legitimate milling business for 
the manufacturers’ profit and could not be induced 
to engage in any disreputabie transaction that would 
Gepress or inflate valves.

1 Therefore the publication of 
the etter, the writer of -which 
has no standing commercially and none other 60 
fac as I can ascertain, as well as other articles con- 
cerning our methods of doing business, is a great 
surprise.

For your in- 
formation it may be stated that they have now in 
transit and store not only a sufficient quantity to 
cover their sales, but several million bushels left, 
which they feel at liberty to sell or manufacture, 
whichever in their opinion is more profitable, 
without being charged with adopting a practice 
which is not recognized the world over as a legiti- 
mate commercial transaction.

The Great and Growing Strength of the 
Faction Favoring Annexation to 
the United States. 


A Strong Desire on the Part of the French 
and Irish for Union with the 
American Republic. 


MONTREAL, Que., Nov. 28.— [New York Sun.] 
Canada has more elements of revolution 
within herself than any other country in the 
world. Its public opinion is more unsettled, 
its factions more equally divided for good or 
evil, its national hostilities more bitter, and its 
religious differences with more scope for ac- 
tion than can be found among any civilized 
people on the face of the globe. One can gen- 
erally tell a man's political opinions as to the 
destiny of Canada by the religion, nationality, 
or local hapitation of the people. The Iriau- 
Canadians are to a man in favor of the annex- 
ation of Canada with the United States. They 
know that annexation would put a stop to 
Orange aggression, imported British official- 
iam, and remove the flag of England from this 
continent forever. I know the Irish Catholics 
of Canada well. I have met wem in every part 
of the country from Nova Scotia to British 
Columbia, and I never knew half a dozen of 
them to say that they would not hail aunexa- 
tion with joy. 

As a rule their organs—such papers as the 
Quebec Telegraph, the Montreal Post, the To- 
routo Irish-Canadian, and others—advocate 
“independence,” but men who know the peo- 
ple know that independence is only the 
cloak that covers their treason' to the Crown. 
I bave spoken to Irish Catholics who &re on the 


bench, others who are in the Senate, and mem- 
bers of the House of Commons; more who are 
among the foremost in commercial pursuits 
and society, as well as the masses of the people, 
and they are all, witn phenomenally rare ex- 
ceptions, in favor of seeing the Stars and Stripes 
flutter from the flagstaff at the seat of Govern- 
ment at Ottawa. Among their English friends 


they may not intrude their opinions—indeed, 


if challenged, they may passively acquiesce in 
the statement that they are willing to let well 
enougu alone; among themselves the question 
is never raisea but it evokes a hearty approval 
in such phrases as “I hope I may never die 
until Iam a citizen of the American Republic.*’ 
When you consider that the Irish Catholics 
constitute about ane-ninth of the population, 
you will see that there is, to start with, an im- 
portant national element friendly to annexa- 
FRIENDS OF ANNEXATION. 

But apart from the Irish Catholics there is a 
strong commercial body of the people who 
favor incorporation in the Union. I could name 
scores of the leading merchants in Montreal, 
Quebec, Toronto, and all the leading cities in 
the Canadian Confederation who are privately 
anxious to sev Canada annexed to the United 
States for commercial reasons. These men 
want to secure unrestricted commerce with the 
States. They would rather be dealing with 
60,000,000 of people on this continent than with 
4,500,000. They would like to see American<n- 
terprise stud the St. Lawrene with factories. 
They think the great water powér of the coun- 
try will never be properly deveio until 
Americans come here and utilize it. men 
do not agitate. They are not politicians. They 
are above everything shrewd men of bysiness, 
and they favor annexation as a means of ben- 
efiting the country commercially, irrespective | 
of religion or national prejudices. Once the 
movement for annexation is started, these men 
will come to the front and lead the people to 
the goal. But besides the Irish Catholics who 
favor annexation on sentimental grounds, and 
the commercial class who favor it on business 
principles, recent events have brought over 
large numbers of the French-Canadians to the 
same cause. 

The French-Canadians have hitherto opposed 
the union of Canada with the United States be- 
cause they feared that their nationality would 
meet the fate of their compatriots of Louisiana. 
They feared the loss of their language, their 
institutions, their laws, and perhaps their re- 
ligion. They know that they could never exer- 
cise the same influence in Washington that 
they did, until a few days ago, at Ottawa. At 
present the French-Cauadiaus command more 
than one-third of the patronage of the Domin- 
jon and all the patronage oi the Province of 
Quebec. If they were annexed to the United 
States their shaie in the patronage of the Re- 
public would be small and their influence only 
little. Then, too, the French language is offi- 
cially recognized in the Parliament of the Do- 
minion and the Legislatures of Quebec and 
Manitoba, and the fear of losing this honor and 
advantage has made the people hesitate be- 
fore they committed themselves to annexation. 


A ROPE OF SAND... 

But the hanging of Riel has accemplished 
wonders in a few days. The French-Canadians 
are beginning to see that they are not strong 
enough at Ottawa to save the life of a man 
whom their people were unanimously in favor 
of rescuing from the gallows. They see that 
the Orangemen of, Untario are stronger than 
they, and better a thousand times, they say, to 
trust to American honor than Orange fanati- 
cism. They are now discussing the question of 
annexation with more coolness. They see that, 
as a State of the American Union, they would 
have more power than as a province of the 
Canadian Confederation. They would have 
the control of their own State militia, a power 
now centered in the Government of the Do- 
minion. They would have the election of their 
-own Governor, Lieutenant-Governor, the State 
Officials, County Court Judges, and others. 
all of whom are now appointed by the Crown. 
Then, too, they are beginning to see that Con- 
gress would not interfere with their education- 
al system, and that religious liberty 16 as se- 
cure in the United States as it is in any coun- 
try in the world. All the French-Canadians do 
do not see matters in this light, but -that this 
feeling is growing deeper and wider every ob- 
servant resident in Canada too well knows, and 
when it becomes powerful enough to take 
shape it will then not be long before the local 
Legisiature at Quebec, backed by the voice of 
a million of French-Canadians, will be the first 
to ask for admission to the Union. When we 
ada to all this the hustility of Nova Scotia, 
New Brunswick, and Prince Edward Island 
to the confederation, it is not difficult to fore- 
see a contingency which mig ut induce a rupt- 
ure at any hour, and the rope of sand which 
now binds the Dominion together may fall to 
pieces. 

YOUNG MEN FOR INDEPENDENCE. 

But the annexationists form only one fac 
tion in the revolutionary element which sur- 
rounds us. If a portion of the French-Cana- 
dians and all the Irisn Catholics are in favor 
of this change, there is a strong element, com- 
posed chiefly of the young Englishmen, Scotch- 
men, and native Canadians of British origin, 
who incline toward making Canada an inde- 
pendent nation. These young men are repre- 
sented by such papers as the Montreal Star, 
which has tne largest circulation in Canada, the 
Toronto Te'egram, and other papers of inde- 
pendent'views.

With this view 
Orangemen unanimousiy agree, but be- 
tween the :our conflicting elements the future 
is dark and uncertain, and no one can well tell 
what may happen next. 
One thing ia certain. Canada possesses all 
the elements of revolution. The country is 
like a political volcano, and the upheaval may 
take place sooner than expected.
